Vancouver Island 

strengthened Its position as 
an NDP bastion in Thurs¬ 
day's provincial election as 
all but two of the 10 seats 
went to party candidates. 

At dissolution the NDP 
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held five seats, Social Credit 
three and the Conservatives, 
one. The addition of a new 
riding—North Island—gave 
the Island one more seat this 
time. 

Much of the drama was 
played out in Greater Vic¬ 
toria where Social Credit 
cabinet minister Sam Bawlf 
and Conservative Leader 
Victor Stephens suffered 
personal defeat. 

Mayor Brian Smith’s con¬ 
vincing victory for Social 
Credit in Oak Bay-Gordon 
Head removed Stephens 
from the political scene and 
left the province represent¬ 
ed by only two parties. 

Stephens’ plea to the elec¬ 
torate to spare B.C. from 
such polarization obviously 
fell on deaf ears. He polled 
little more than half the 
votes amassed by Smith and 
even ran behind the NDP’s 
Muriel Overgaard. 

Overgaard’s showing was 
surprising in a largely afflu¬ 
ent riding where the New 
Democrats have been tradi¬ 
tional also-rans. She took 26 
per cent of the popular 
vote. 


Social Credit hung on to the reins of government 
Thursday night—with its margin reduced. 

On the way to his narrow victory. Premier Ben¬ 
nett lost three cabinet members—Elwood Veitch, 
minister of tourism and small business, Cyril Shel- 
ford, minister of agriculture and Sam Bawlf, minister 
of deregulation. 

At dissolution Social Credit held 34 Seats in the 
House, the NDP 18, the Progressive Conservatives 
one and two seats were vacant. One of the vacant 
seats had been held by former Liberal leader Gordon 
Gibson. His successor, Jev Totill, lost his bid to 
replace Gibson and Tory leader Vic Stephens went 
down to defeat in Oak Bay. 

The defeat of the old-line party leaders and their 
candidates leaves the B.C. House a two-party affair 
for the first time in many years. 

While Premier Bennett and his Social Credit 
Party won the right to continue in government, the big 
victory of the evening went to the NDP which not only 
increased its MLA strength from 18 to 26 but also 
made major gains in the popular vote. 

There were a few surprises, most of them pleas¬ 
ant for the NDP. 

In Atlin the popular and long-time member of the 
Legislature Frank Calder, who switched from the 
NDP to Social Credit in 1975, went down to defeat 
ending a political career of more than 28 years as an 
MLA. 

Joining him in the ranks of the defeated was Shel- 
ford, another long-time member who lost in 1972 but 
regained a seat in the 1975 Social Credit sweep. 

In total the NDP gained 10 seats from Social 
Credit while the governing party could muster only 
four new seats, one in Oak Bay, one in North Vancou¬ 
ver Capilano and the new seats in Central Fraser Val¬ 
ley and Prince George. 

The Prince George riding, 
known prior to redistribu¬ 
tion as Fort George, had 
been held by Social Credit. 
Under the new boundaries it 
became Prince George 
North and Prince George 
South. In Thursday’s voting 
Social Credit took them 
both. 

The NDP picked up other 
seats as predicted by most 
political observers. 

In Shuswap-Revelstoke, 
NDP strongman Bill King 
defeated Len Bawtry who 
had held the old Shuswap 
seat for the Socreds. 

But while the NDP had a 
great deal to rejoice about, 
it wasn’t enough when all the 
numbers were counted. 

But the Socreds were not 
without their own riding tri¬ 
umphs as well as the over-all 
majority. 

They held Boundary-Si- 
milkameen where Mines 
and Energy Minister James 
Hewitt was thought to be in 
trouble but held the seat. 

At the other end*'of the 
Okanagan, perennial winner 
Pat Jordan, a minister with¬ 
out portfolio in W.A.C. Ben¬ 
nett’s cabinet, fought off a 
stiff challenge from her 
competitors to keep the 
Okanagan Social Credit 
country. 

In Kamloops, Environ¬ 
ment Minister Rafe Mair 
was returned to Victoria, a 
few miles south it was Jor- 
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■seat gain

Speculation that the popu¬ 
lar young Charles Barber 
would carry running mate 
Gordon Hanson to victory 
with him in the two-seat Vic¬ 
toria riding proved correct. 
The margin of victory over 
Bawlf and fellow Socred 
Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young was 4,000 to 5,000 
votes. Left far behind were 
two Tories and an indepen¬ 
dent. 

Provincial Secretary 
Hugh Curtis gave the Island 
and Victoria area its second 
Socred seat—but not by 
nearly as safe a margin as 
his supporters in Saanich- 
and-the-lslands had expect¬ 
ed. A surprising John Mika 
finished with more than 13,- 
600 votes, only about 2,000 
behind Curtis. Mika, a Saan¬ 
ich alderman and former 
newspaperman, ran a strong 
campaign against Curtis, a 
man with an impressive rec¬ 
ord of political victories in 
Saanich.

Premier Bennett said 
Thursday night that at least 
one of his early election 
forecasts had come true. 

“I said it would be tight, 
and it is,” Bennett said to 
cheering party workers 
after it was conceded that 
Social Credit had won 
enough seats to form a gov¬ 
ernment. 

"Although it was a tight 
race we have been given the 
opportunity to continue as 
government,” Bennett said. 
"The responsibility we now 
carry ( is far greater than 
before. 

“To the defeated, my col¬ 
leagues who ran with me but 
lost, 1 say ’your time is yet to 
come.’ There are good and 
dedicated people in all politi¬ 
cal parties in this province. 
We may separate on politi¬ 
cal philosophy, but we are 
together in wanting the best 
for the people of British Co¬ 
lumbia”. 


Bennett said he hoped the 
new Legislature would meet 
"not in a spirit of confron¬ 
tation but with the strong 
desire to debate and de¬ 
cide issues for the better¬ 
ment of all of our people." 

NDP leader David Bar¬ 
rett pointed out to his cam¬ 
paign workers that their 
party had made great gains 
"in areas where we had 
never made gains before." 

He noted that a few years 
ago the most popular votes 
the NDP could muster was 
33 per cent. “We pushed 
that up to 39 per cent and 
eventually forced the other 
political parties to unite to 
keep us out of office," he 
told his cheering supporters. 
"It is a wonderful gain.” 

The defeat of Liberal lead¬ 
er Jev Tothill in North Van- 
couver-Seymour and Tory 
leader Vic Stephens in Oak 
Bay-Gordon Head gives the 
B.C. house a genuine two- 
party system for the first 
time in many years.

Polling snafus horrendous—official

The provincial enumeration set into mo¬ 
tion last November led to major prob¬ 
lems Thursday at the polling booths. 

Saanich-and-the-Islands/ retuming offi¬ 
cer James Robertson sqnd the problems 
were "just horrendous” and he would be 
recommending "to whichever party wins 
the election a total revamp of the Provin¬ 


cial Elections Act to bring it into the 20th 
Century. 

“It’s not the fault of the registrar of 
voters, who has done a good job consider¬ 
ing the limited funds available. The whole 
act must be redrawn and sufficient funds 
made available to the registrar to carry 
out his task.” 

Robertson said whole areas had been 
omitted by the enumerators who began 
revising the provincial voter's list last 


November. He said two were near Straw¬ 
berry Vale and Royal Oak. 

In Victoria, an assistant to returning 
officer Michael Hutchinson estimated at 
least one voter out of 10 had to cast a 
Section 80 ballot because his or her name 
had been left off the list. 

The problems were not confined to the 
Greater Victoria area. 

In Albemi, the number of people left off 
the voters’ list ran so high that returning 


officer Denis Thain said he was in danger 
of running out of Section 80 ballots. 

Those are ballots kept in sealed enve¬ 
lopes until the name of the voter is checked 
against the official list. "And 99 per cent of 
those will probably be disallowed,” Thain 
said. 

A random check of polling stations in the 
Greater Victoria area revealed similar

Broadbent lashed out at

years, most recently on a 
visit to the Prairies where 
he met farmers and cau¬ 
tioned them to "beware of

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Carter loses in bid 
to ration gasoline 


WASHINGTON (AH) - The Hou.se 
of Representatives on Thursday re¬ 
jected President Carter's request for 
standby gasoline rationing authority 
despite an impassioned appeal from 
Speaker Thomas O'Neill that "this 
is the only plan you have." 

The vote was 246 to 159.

Benn, 54, was energy min¬ 
ister in Callaghan’s govern¬ 
ment, which was ousted by 
Margaret Thatcher’s Con¬ 
servatives in elections last 
week. 

Bonn's manoeuvre, de¬ 
scribed by one newspaper as 
a "fight for the soul of the 
party," wps considered as 
the start of a bid for party 
leadership after retirement 
of ihe more moderate Cal¬ 
laghan. 67. 

Thatcher's Conservatives 
took power one week ago bv 
capturing 339 of the 635 seats 
In the House of Commons, 
while the Laborites won 266 
seats. 

Benn said he had decided 
not to accept a leadership 
post in the House of Com¬ 
mons so he could be free "to 
speak my mind." 

Callaghan had expunged 
the radical proposals from 
Labor's election platform 


a common interest in a 
military balance between 
East and West, for we 
share a common belief that 
such a balance genuinely 
contributes to stability and 
peace in Europe." 

Thatcher, making her 
first major policy speech 
since her Conservative gov¬ 
ernment came to power last 
week, said it is her govern 
ntent's intention to maintain 
and improve the capability 
of Britain's armed forces.

Shortly before the dinner, 
Thatcher and Schmidt held a 
two-day meeting on Europe¬ 
an economic and defence 
issues and other world prob 
lems. 

On membership in the 
nine country European 
Common Market—an issue 
which still causes contro¬ 
versy in Britain—the prime 
minister said: 

"Ours is not a grudging 
acquiescence in community 
membership. 

"We believe it is not only 
right for Europe but right 
for this country. Our pur¬ 
pose is-to engage fully and 
actively with our partners in 
developing the commu¬ 
nity." 

But she warned other 
Common Market members 
that they would not find the 
new British government "a 
soft touch." 

"We shall judge what Brit¬ 
ish interests are and we 
shall be resolute In defend¬ 
ing them," she said. 

Thatcher added that it was 
unacceptable for Britain to 
carry the burden for paying 
the enormous costs of stor¬ 
ing and disposing of unwant¬ 
ed community surpluses. 

The prime minister also 
said Britain must have a 
comhmnity agreement on 
Ihe fishing industry which 
took "our special position 
into account."

China, Soviets 
plan thaw talks 


PEKING (UPl) - China 
and the Soviet Union, bitter 
ideological foes since the 
late 1950s, have agreed to 
hold comprehensive talks 
that could bridge the deep 
gap between the two Com¬ 
munist giants, Chinese 
sources said Thursday. 

The dramatic develop¬ 
ment came as Vice-Premier 
Deng Xiaoping (Teng Hsiao- 
ping) advised the United 
States not to “put your trust 
blindly" in the Soviets, on a 
strategic arms treaty or 
anything else. 

The Kremlin, which bare¬ 
ly acknowledged the 
S.A.L.T. treaty agreement 
Thursday, had no comment 
on the reports of talks with 
China. But the new Commu¬ 
nist rapprochement began 
last month in Moscow, when 
Soviet Foreign Minister An¬ 
drei Gromyko sent the Chi¬ 
nese a note urging direct 
talks. 

The Chinese sources said 
the talks—there was no indi¬ 
cation when or where they 
could begin—would focus on 
Ihe two nations' bitter bor¬ 
der dispute as well as the 
subject of improving rela¬ 
tions and developing trade, 
scientific and technological 
exchanges. 

China, which claims So¬ 
viet troops illegally occupy 
about 386.000 square miles of 
Chinese territory, has been

negotiating that highly vola¬ 
tile Issue for years. 

The border dispute 
brought the Soviets and Chi¬ 
nese to the brink of ail-out 
war in March 1969, when 
their soldiers battled for 
control of an island on the 
Ussuri River in Siberia. 

In his comments about a 
new S.A.L.T. treaty Thurs¬ 
day, Vice-Premier Deng 
said China did not oppose 
any new agreement between 
the United States and the 
Soviets. But he warned no 
arms pact would slow Mos¬ 
cow's policy "expansion¬ 
ism."

SOS in the sand 
brings relief 

SCOTT AIRFORCE BASE Ill. (UPI) - A U.S. navy 
plane Thursday spotted an SOS drawn in the sand on a 
small Island in the Pacific and on closer observation saw 
about .20 persons near some tents and huts, said a spokes¬ 
man for a search and rescue group at Scott Airforce Base. 

The aircraft dropped communication equipment on the 
island located about 670 kilometres south southeast of 
Guam, but were unable to make contact with the people 
below apparently because of technical difficulties 

Shortly afterward the words "food, water, we need 
rice," were scrawled in the sand followed by a message 
saying “three head injuries." 

The plane, which had been flying a routine patrol in Ihe 
area, then dropped food, water and survival suppplies 
The spokesman for the Aerospace Rescue and Recovery 
Service at Scott AFB, said a C-130 helicopter of the recovery 
squadron stationed at Kadena Air Base, Okinawa, is stand 
ing by to drop additional emergency suppllies and medically 
trained para-rescue people on the island, in the event a 
vessel near the island is unable to assist. 
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An uneasy 
victory 

THE ELECTION that really didn’t have to 
happen is finally over with Bill Bennett’s 
Soereds still in office but not nearly so com¬ 
fortably as before. 

It was a hard fought battle all along the line 
with the far from dead NDP inflicting some 
grievous injuries upon the governing party 
before the cease-fire was sounded, not the least 
of these being the loss of three cabinet min¬ 
isters and the elimination of several tyro can¬ 
didates with front-bench potential. 

There were, naturally enough, surprises 
and disappointments for both parties. For the 
Social Credit Party — despite its victory — the 
close finish of the contest cannot help but bring 
home the realization that for all its wishful 
thinking, it does not mean all things to all peo¬ 
ple. 

For the New Democrats it carries the 
. message that a majority of British Colum¬ 
bians — a slim one. true, but enough — have not 
forgotten the debacle of Dave Barrett’s earlier 
ill-starred 1,200 days. 

For Premier Bennett it now means the 
formation of a new government, one that 
hopefully will not only still be able to balance 
the budget and keep the province’s economy on 
the rails but become a little more people¬ 
conscious than was his previous administra¬ 
tion. 

For NDP leader Dave Barrett it now means 
a re-evaluation of his leadership. Certainly, 
there was little lacking in his generalship 
during the campaign. He did remarkably well. 
But he still ended up a loser. 

And, sadly, political parties — even those 
of the soft-hearted socialist kind such as 
the one he now leads — have little time for 
losers. 


Better or worse? 

NO MATTER how f much we may wish it were 
otherwise there seems to be no end to the 
number and complexity of questions involving 
human relations. The discovery that there are 
no answers to a problem does not make it 
disappear: and an incorrect response may 
make matters worse. We. try to deal with 
issues to which the number of replies is about 
equal to those involved. Today very few would 
argue about the shape of our own planet — has 
it not been photographed from the moon? But 
what is now a simple question caused violent 
argument for centuries, even to the point of 
making the matter a religious issue with tragic 
consequences for those who refused to agree 
with the prescribed viewpoint. 

For several weeks we have been listening to 
answers to problems given by those seeking to 
become the arbiters of our political future. We 
never expected much change from the usual 
pattern — gifts which are first filched from the 
pockets of the recipients, appeals to popular 
sentiments and policies which often display 
nothing so much as the general ignorance of the 
proposer. We may have no right to expect 
positive answers like the one concerned with 
the shape of Earth, but we should be more 
cYitical of the attempt to make appeals to our 
baser instincts sound like the voice of reason. 

Science theorizes, measures and experi¬ 
ments to obtain its answers, philosophy at¬ 
tempts to analyse and reason to reach conclu¬ 
sions, but democratic governments feel com¬ 
pelled to mix popular opinion into what is often 
partial knowledge and turn this witches’ brew 
into law. The cement sets before the design of 
the building is properly understood. 

To answer the question, “Is the state of our 
polities getting better or worse?” our answer 
would have to be, “Yes, probably.”

TORONTO — When the constraints 
of time and the Constitution forced the 
prime minister to cal! an election, he 
naturally picked the date most favor- 
able to him. Late May is a good time In 
Canada, a time of hope and renewal, 
good, he would assume, for him.

He. after all. is the old leader. Unable 
to defend an 11-year record of infla 
lionary spending, and of antagonistic 
policies that have divided the country 
as never before, he is reduced to 
attacking his opponents.

Whatever one's personal view of 
politics, there is no denying the mag¬ 
nitude df that achievement. Only a 
political strategist of uncommon abil¬ 
ity could turn Canada's dominant 
party In so short a time from middle of 
the road liberalism to left of the road 
socialism. 

Whether it was an hpnest thing to 
do, and whether the leaders of the 
Liberal establishment were honest to 
condone it, may have been both to him 
and to them, irrelevant. Power was 
the goal, power was seized and, until 
now, power has been kept.

OTTAWA — Stumping the 
prairies with Pierre Tru¬ 
deau Is like a foray into Que¬ 
bec with Joe Clark. Every¬ 
thing is first class inside the 
chartered DC 9 — plenty of 
Bourgogne Aligote 77 with 
the Brochette des Crevettes 
Indienne and Cote de 
Beaune 76 with the Beef 
Stroganoff. But outside it's 
political desert as far as the 
eye can see with only a hint 
of an occasional oasis on the 
horizons 

A month ago the Liberals 
faced the prospect of being 
wiped out from the Rainy 
River to the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains. Both their Manitoba 
seats were gone — one in the 
October by-election and the 
Other by defection (James 
Richardson). Jack Horner 
looked like a dead duck in 
Crowfoot: and the three Sas¬ 
katchewan Grits, including 
Otto Lang, were all in trou¬ 
ble. 

So it was a question of 
credibility as well as pride 
which impelled Trudeau to 
invest days of effort in a 
task about as rewarding as 
panning a gravel pit for dia¬ 
monds. No party can claim 
to bo "national'' without at 
least token representation in 
every region 

An overnight stop in Win¬ 
nipeg permitted a TV inter¬ 
view with newsman John 
Robertson. His questions to 
Trudeau were posed with the 
finesse of an elephant in a 
flea market. Have you been 
around too long? Why is 
your party, like the noma¬ 
dic Buffalo, near-extinct on 
the prairies? It must grieve 
you that westerners find bi¬ 
lingualism repugnant? Why 
did you break your promise 
to provide 800 jobs for Win¬ 
nipeg aircraft maintenance 
workers and, consequently, 
why should we believe any¬ 
thing you say now? 

Journalists watching on a 
CBWT monitor kept won¬ 
dering why the PM didn’t 
punch him ou^, or at least 
get up and walk out. But 
Trudeau kept his cool and 
bent each barb to his own 
advantage. 

As outrageous as it 



seemed, the confrontation 
was too pat to be accidental. 
The idea originated with 
Lloyd Axworthy, candidate 
for Richardson’s seat and 
the Liberal’s brightest hope 
in Manitoba. It was the tech¬ 
nique John Kennedy used to 
diffuse the religious issue 
when he was running for the 
U.S. presidency. Bring it out 
In the open, talk about it and 
let some of the steam out. 

The offensive questions 
were the ones that reoc- 
cutred most often when Lib¬ 
eral canvassers knocked on 
doors. The PM’s own skilful 
answers flashed on the 
screen in thousands of living 
rooms simultaneously would 
be very effective. Good poli¬ 
tics! 

The next two days in Sas¬ 
katchewan proved that the 
Liberal party is still alive 
and kicking in that comer of 
Canada. Trudeau alternated 
between sketching a vision 
of a united country, full of 
hope and promise, and 
dumping on Joe Clark and 
the NDP. Canada was like a 
gothic arch, he said, made 
up of stones held together by 
a keystone — a strong fed¬ 
eral government without the

The changes he has 
wrought bear witness both to his deter¬ 
mination and to the vulnerability of 
the parliamentary system, as foreseen 
by Lester Pearson. 

In this Spring of 1979 Canadians 
have a choice: between the old leader 
with his fixed ideas aud the young one 
who has ideas of his own but who is 
also ready to listen to other people's. 
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But he doesn’t play the part

Jerusalem. You can’t run a 
country like that, thundered 
Trudeau as he pictured his 
PC opponent as prairie 
tumbleweed drifting aim¬ 
lessly across the landscape.

"They can cajole and 
even bargain with a minor¬ 
ity government but they 
won’t be part of it.

But par¬ 
tisans were delighted, and 
many of the curious and un¬ 
decided were favorably im¬ 
pressed. 

It’s too soon to say wheth¬ 
er the gargantuan effort will 
yield two seats or five. But 
at least the PM was in there 
pitching — and pitching 
well.

In the first instance he 
tells us that our overseas 
customers dictate that our 
goods for sale be transport¬ 


ed in their ships. He has 
been duped into believing 
that his “sine qua non" is 
not negotiable. The federal 
Liberals over the past dec¬ 
ade have burdened the ma¬ 
rine industry with expensive 
regulations and taken away 
what little tax assistance the 
industry had.

with them (Canadians are 
limited to a 25 per cent par¬ 
ticipation under U.S. legisla¬ 
tion). American companies 
have bought and do operate 
Canadian marine com¬ 
panies. 

What Is the palicy of the 
Canadian government? 

After more than 10 years

People first in Saskatchewan 


I feel I must attempt to reply to a 
letter written by a lady from S^anjch, who 
attacked our four level nursing homeslh 
Saskatchewan. I will tell you of our own 
personal experience. 

My father-in-law was a resident of the 
Echo Lodge Fort Qu’Appelle nursing home 
for Vh years. He did not own any personal 
property and complied with the $1,500 al¬ 
lowable bank account. 

While he was in the home, we did not 
have to pay one cent toward his upkeep, 
my husband was appointed his administra¬ 
tor, and the Saskatchewan NDP govern¬ 
ment paid the difference each month, be¬ 
tween the old age security cheque, and the 
monthly rate charged. He was also given 
an allowance for hair cuts, clothes, and 
his treats. 

He was taken into the Regina Plains 
Hospital and returned, both trips by ambu¬ 


lance. again at no cost whatsoever to us. 
During our many visits to see him we had 
nothing but praise for the way the home 
was run and the care he was given. 

Our other personal experience is our 
sister-in-law’s father, who has been a resi¬ 
dent at the Balcarrec Saskatchewan 
Lodge, for over four years, and no member 
of his family has had to put out $1 towards 
his care, including transfers to the local 
hospital, and a trip via ambulance to the 
Plains Hospital in Regina, for tests and 
advice of a consulting doctor. 

The only conclusion we can come to 
after reading the Saanich letter, Is that the 
persons she refers to are certainly not 
without means, and can well afford the dif¬ 
ference, as we know people come first in 
Saskatchewan.

(source,. Monarchy Can¬ 
ada): 

In the House of Commons 
in 1962 John Munro praised 
previous Liberal govern¬ 
ments for dropping "the use 
of royal” to "emphasize the 
feeling of Canadianism.” He 
later became the minister of 
labor. 

Since then there have been 
many instances of Canada's 
relationship with the mon¬ 
archy being weakened. In 
the following year after the 
Queen had been on the 
throne 10 years, she was re¬ 
ferred to, for the first time, 
as a “foreign sovereign” In 
the House of Commons. The 
offending words came from 
Mr. Choquette, MP; his 
party never corrected him. 
A government spokesman 
later repudiated the words; 
the prime minister never 
did. 

In 1964 the Queen's picture 
was removed from some 
citizenship courts. . They 
were replaced in response to 
demand. The government 


gave a specious excuse say¬ 
ing that the removal was 
without its consent. 

In 1965 the then prime 
minister, Lester B. Pearson, 
moved the annual birthday 
tribute to the Queen in the 
Commons; this had been tra¬ 
ditional since 1954. That was 
the last occasion for such a 
motion. 

In Centennial Year, 
curtsys to the governor-gen¬ 
eral were abolished. Curtsys 
and bows are still made to 
the Queen. Also in the same 
year the Post Office issued a 
stamp commemorating a 
royal tour by the Queen. It 
was the last such stamp to 
be issued; such commemo¬ 
rative stamps had been Is¬ 
sued since 1951. There was 
no government recognition 
of the 21st birthday of HRH 
the Prince of Wales, heir to 
the Canadian throne. The 
federal government had not 
made any public recognition 
of his investiture a few 
months earlier. 

Back in 1970 two days 
after the Queen concluded a 
successful tour during which 
she reasserted Canada's 
northern sovereignty, the 
secretary of state said on 
TV that “the force of 
things” would eventually 
end the monarchy in Canada 


and that the Royal Arms of 
Canada had no greater 
meaning than the arms of 
the Schenley distilling com¬ 
pany. 

There are well over 60 in¬ 
stances of erosion of the 
Queen’s role in Canada. 

Do the Liberals really as¬ 
sume that the Canadian peo¬ 
ple would be satisified with a 
nominal retention of the 
monarchy while having a 
new constitution which is 
actually republican in prin 
ciple? 

In this election campaign 
the Liberal party is putting 
emphasis on unity. The 
Queen, as Canadian Head of 
State, Is the First Canadian.

Ford era about to finish 


DETROIT (Reuter) — 
The dominance of the Ford 
family over second largest 
U.S. auto-maker ends later 
this year when Henry Ford 
II steps down as the com¬ 
pany’s top executive. 

The 61-year-old grandson 
of Henry Foril, who founded 
the Ford Motor Co., told an 
annual board meeting 
Thursday he will cede the 
office of chief executive 
officer Oct. 1 to Philip Cald¬ 
well, now vice-chairman, 
president and deputy chief 
executive officer. 

Ford said he will remain

chairman for an “indefinite 
period." He also will be¬ 
come chairman of the fi¬ 
nance committee and re¬ 
main a director until he 
reaches 70.

Caldwell, 59, will report 
directly to the board and will 
retain the title of president. 
The vice chairman title will 
be dropped. 

Ford’s decision to vacate 
the post marks the first time 
in the company's history.

Founder Henry Ford, who 
died in 1947, eliminated his 
business partners and set 
himself up as the absolute 
authority.

Anaconda back into Chile 
with big copper purchase 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - 
Anaconda Co., ousted from 
the Chilean copper business 
eight years ago by the late 
Salvador Allende, bought a 
major unexplolted copper 
deposit Thursday. 

Company president Ralph 
Cox said Anaconda paid $20 
million for the Peiambres 
deposit, 268 kilometres north 
of Santiago and 3.300 metres 
up into the Andes. 

The deposit has known re¬ 


serves of 428 million metric 
tons, more than three times 
the known reserves of 
Chile's four biggest produc¬ 
ing mines. But the copper 
content of the metal ana¬ 
lysed so far at Peiambres is 
only about half that of the 
four big operating mines. 

“We have more than 
faith,” Cox said. “Our geo¬ 
logists have very strong 
ideas that the deposit is bet 
ter than what it has ap¬ 
peared until now.. 


Iran ups oil price 


TEHRAN (AP) — Iran an¬ 
nounced Thursday it will in¬ 
crease crude oil prices by 60 
cents a barrel on all existing 
contracts, effective next 
Tuesday. 

“Market conditions de¬ 
manded it.” said an official 
of the National Iranian Oil 
Company who asked not to 
be named. A . 

Meanwhile, sources in 
New York said Saudi Arabia 
is reported to be taking a 
long-expected move of re¬ 
ducing the amount of oil it 
sells to Arabian American 
Oil Co. (Aramco), the four- 
company consortium which 
is the Saudis' key link to 
Western markets. 

The Iranian and Saudi ac¬ 
tions might mean more 
problems for the world’s oil¬ 
consuming countries. Iran's 
price increase is a further 
hint that the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 


tries (OPEC) will decide on 
another rise in the base 
price of oil when It meets 
next month. The Saudi deci¬ 
sion will likely curtail the 
already tight supply of oil in 
the West. 


Cox did not say how much 
Anaconda expects to invest 
in bringing the deposit into 
production, but government 
sources estimate it will cost 
as much as half a billion 
dollars. 

Anaconda, a subsidiary of 
Atlantic Richfield Co., 
bought the deposit in com¬ 
petitive bidding against four 
companies from the Nether¬ 
lands. Japan, Canada and 
Brazil. Besides the cashpay- 
ment, Anaconda assumed 
debts of tlie Chilean sellers 
totaling almost $1 million. 

Anaconda operated the 
world’s largest copper mine 
. and two other Chilean mines 
prior to expropriation by Al- 
lende's Socialist govern¬ 
ment. 

Chile is the world's third- 
largest copper producer, 
after the United States and 
the Soviet Union, and the 
largest exporter.

When the smoke clears and the 
political analysts look back on May 
10,1979, they will concede that while 
Premier Bennett won the day the 
greater victory belonged U^the NDP. 

With only 18 seats in the Legisature 
dissolved On Apr.3 the Offical Opposi¬ 
tion moved up to 26 seats, not enough 
to govern but enough to keep the new 
government on its toes. 

Division bells, the traditional signal 
to call MLAs back to the House for key 


votes will have added meaning when 
the new House sits, probably in June. 
And cabinet ministers, well known for 
their perambulations around the 
world, will be staying closer to home 
when legislative sessions are on. 

While the walking wounded receive 
first aid this morning, and the victors 
sip another cup of champagne, Pre¬ 
mier Bennett will be closeted with 
close advisers trying to assess the 
rebuke he has received, in the form 
of a stiff warning, and to sort out his 
new cabinet assignments. 

While he has only three seats to fill- 


tourism, deregulation and agricul 
ture— the premier can be expected to 
use the opportunity to overhaul a cabi¬ 
net In which some members had per¬ 
formed well, others in desultory fash¬ 
ion. 

And the-guessing game as to who 
gets what will be starting before today 
is over. 

Part of Bennett's problems will lie 
on Vancouver Island where the voters 
left no doubt that they were not happy 
with the way Social Credit is running 
the province and where the govern¬ 
ment Party could only muster two of 
the eight seats available. 


Traditionally the capital city of Vic¬ 
toria has.always been awarded at least 
one cabinet post. For the next three or 
four years it will have none with the 
NDP firmly in control of the downtown 
area. 

The loss of the two seats makes It 
extremely likely that Brian Smith. Oak 
Bay, will get the nod for a seat on 
the inner council, but that is by no 
means certain. 

Cabinet posts usually go to areas 
where support has been strong as a 
form of reward to the faithful and 
the capital didn't exactly do that 
Thursday. 


Curtis, regarded by the Premier as 
one of the hardest and most reliable of 
his cabinet ministers,will probably re¬ 
tain his present post as provincial 
secretary. Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams would like to move but has been 
too steady in his controversial post for 
Bennett to risk a change with some 
tuugh labor negotiations on the near 
horizon. 

Economic Development Minister 
Don Phillips should be another cabinet 
member to retain his post mostly be¬ 
cause he’s at his best as a salesman 
and secondly because he wants to. 
Wanting to stay in a given portfolio 


isn't a guarantee, but as an old-line 
Socred and a strong party worker, 
Phillips will probably get his way. 

But, beyond those few, all options are 
open. 

In times of prosperity the status quo 
can be retained without too much con¬ 
cern. In times when the voters are 
open and strong in their chastisement 
of government, changes must be 
made. * 

With the three vacant cabinet seats 
the premier can now shake-up the old 
guard without actually firing any sit¬ 
ting cabinet ministers to the back¬ 
benches. And he probably will.

NDP stays strong in north Island 


In spite of some gerry¬ 
mandering and the creation 
of a new riding, the New 
Democratic Party continued 
its domination of the north¬ 
ern half of Vancouver Is¬ 
land. picking up one addi¬ 
tional seat in the process. 

The new face in the legis¬ 
lature will be that of Colin 
Gabelmann, who won every 
poll but two in the new North 
Island riding In coasting to 
a win over Port McNeill 
mayor Gerry Furney in the 
traditionally NDP area. 

Gabelmann is not a new¬ 
comer to the legislature 
however—he was MLA for 
North Vancouver-Seymour 
between 1972 and 1975. 

In the campaign he faced 
a strong challenge from 
Furney, a 23-year resident 
of the North Island who la¬ 
belled Gabelmann as a 
"parachuted” candidate, 
and used a 1973 Gabelmann 
speech in the legislature to 
tell North Islanders that Ga¬ 
belmann opposed private 
ownership of land. 

A disappointed Furney 
said Thursday that "we lost 
the battle but we won the 
war," referring to the pro¬ 
vincial result. 


The North Island riding 
was created from the north¬ 
ern portions of the Alber- 
ni and Comox riding, and 
took away much of the NDP 
vote in the old Comox riding. 
That was expected to spell 
trouble for Comx MLA 
Karen Sanford, since the 


new Comox riding actually 
gave more votes to Social 
Credit than to the NDP in 
1975. 

But Mrs. Sanford in¬ 
creased her proportion of 
the vote substantially, from 
40 per cent in 1975 to 47 per 


cent this time, in defeat¬ 
ing first-time Socred chal¬ 
lenger Delbert Doll. PC can¬ 
didate Rick Keliow saw his 
party’s proportion of the 
total vote .slip from 15 to 
10 per cent. 

In the Alberni riding, in¬ 
cumbent Bob Skelly had his 


largest margin of victory 
ever, picking up 57 per cent 
of the vote in defeating 
Socred Joe Van Bergen. 
Like Sanford, Skelly was 
elected in the NDP sweep 
of 1972, hung on in the NDP 
route of 1975, and came back 
for a third time this year.

Computers amiss 
in close vote race

Agriculture Minister Cyril 
Shelford defeated in Skeena

Thursday night’s election results clearly 
demonstrated that computers can't cope in 
a close race. 

As initial returns shortly after the polls 
closed gave an early lead to the New 
Democratic Party, computers and politi¬ 
cal' experts were unanimously predict¬ 
ing the Social Credit party of Premier 
Bennett would be turned out with as few as 
20 of the 57 seats in the new Legislature. 

As the evening wore on, the computer 
predictions were not.borne out Jty actual 
results from returning officers, turning the 
situation around. 

An hour-and-a-half after the polls closed 
at 8 p.m. PDT, Social Credit candidates 
were elected and leading in 32 seats, while 
the New Democratic Party, led by former 
premier David Barrett were elected and 
leading in 25 seats in the 57-seat Legisla¬ 
ture. 

The Progressive Conservatives and the 
Liberals were wiped out. 

The early predictions were based on 
computer projections of the vote after 
62 polls of 5,336 across the province had 
been counted. That 1.2 per cent sampling 
gave the NDP 49.2 per cent of the vote, 
compared with Social Credit’s 45.8 per 
cent. 


At 10 p.m., the percentage had turned 
around with the Socreds holding 48 per cent 
and the NDP 46, with the wiped-out Con¬ 
servatives and Liberals, along with in¬ 
dependents. taking the balance. 

In 1975. the Socreds won about 48 per cent 
of the vote to the NDP’s 40 per cent and 
this was reflected in the standings in the 
house. 

Standings in what was a 55-seat Legisla¬ 
ture when Bennett called the election 
on April 3 was: Social Credit 34. NDP 18. 
Progressive Conservative one and two 
vacancies. 

But redistribution, which NDP leader 
Barrett has called “blatant gerrymander¬ 
ing" was brought in by the Socred-domin- 
ated Legislature in 1977, and this made 
projections from percentages more diffi¬ 
cult. 

Also, predictions were made in some 
ridings on the basis of one or two polls 
which voted against the overall trend. 

For example, in Saanich-and-the-Is- 
lands. NDP candidate John Mika was de- 
dared elected after first returns indicated 
he would gain a commanding lead. 

Shortly afterward, a second batch of 
results swung the result around entirely, 
giving a victory to incumbent Hugh Curtis 
of the Socreds. 


B.C.’s third party option disappearing

The third-party option 
seemed to be disappearing 
from British Columbia's po¬ 
larized political scene as 
both the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives and Liberals 
failed to win a seat in Thurs¬ 
day's provincial election. 

The loss of the one Liberal 
seat, which had been vacant 
at dissolution, left that party 
without a member of any 
provincial legislature west 
of Ontario. 

It was the first time this 


century that the Conserva¬ 
tives and Liberals had been 
blanked in the same elec¬ 
tion, and marked a low point 
in the provincial fortunes of 
the two parties which 
formed coalition govern¬ 
ments here in the 1940s. 

Tory leader Vic Stephens, 
who won Oak Bay-Gordon 
Head in a byelection 14 
months ago, couldn't hold on 
to the seat Thursday against 
Oak Bay Mayor Brian Smith 
df the Social Credit.

And Jev Tothill, elected 
Liberal leader in February, 
finished a poor third in 


North Vancouver-Seymour 
as former Socred cabinet 
minister Jack Davis came 
back to win the seat he re¬ 
signed after being convicted 
of fraud last fall. 

Stephens acknowledged 
the third-party shutout to be 
a continuation of the trend 
that started in 1975 when Bill 
Bennett led a so-called 
“free-enterprise” coalition 
that swept the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party from power 
after one term. 

“I think it's just a reflec¬ 
tion of the political trend 
now,” said a dejected Ste¬ 
phens. “They (voters) are 


going one way or another." 

The voters started to 
abandon the middle-of-the- 
road parties in 1975, follow¬ 
ing the example of several 
Liberal and Tory MLAs. 
Tory Hugh Curtis started 
the trend, but the real death 
knell for the two parties 
came when Liberal MLAs 
Pat McGeer, Garde Gardom 
and Allan Williams threw 
their weight,behind Bennett. 
All four were rewarded with 
cabinet posts. 

Following those high-pro¬ 
file figures, voters deserted 
the Tories and Liberals in 
droves. 


The Liberals’ share of the 
popular vote plummetted to 
seven per cent from 16 and 
elected only one member— 
Gordon Gibson who became 
leader but later resigned— 
instead of five. 

The Conservatives elected 
only leader Scott Wallace 
with their share of the popu¬ 
lar vote dropping to 3.8 per 
cent from 12. 

The figures were evtsh 
more depressing Thursday. 
Fielding 37 candidates, the 
Conservatives got about the 
same share of the vote, but 
the Liberals picked up less 
than half a per cent. 


“The first thing I'm going 
to do,” said Tothill, 5<), as he 
conceded defeat, "is go over 
to join Vic Stephens and 
have a wake together.” 

But be said he would con¬ 
tinue bis efforts to rebuild 
the party, echoing the deter¬ 
mination expressed by Ste¬ 
phens. 

"It’s not my style to quit.” 
said the 48-year-old Tory 
leader, a lawyer who chal¬ 
lenged the Law Society of 
B.C.’s restrictions on adver¬ 
tising by lawyers.

Thousands mourn Uganda police chief surrenders 


fallen guerrillas 


SAN SALVADOR (AP) 
More than 10,000 persons 
crowded San Salvador’s ca¬ 
thedral square and thou¬ 
sands more lined adjoining 
streets Friday for the funer¬ 
al mass for 17 persons killed 
by polfte in an anti-govern¬ 
ment demonstration. 

The government an¬ 
nounced earlier that guerril¬ 
las of the Popular Revolu¬ 
tionary Front blocked main 
roads into San Salvador and 
other towns late Thursday, 
set fire to a dozen buses and 
killed six persons. 

The marchers chanted 
"down with repression" and 
’’we want freedom" as they 
walked in a procession for 17 
of the 21 persons killed dur¬ 
ing the demonstration Tues¬ 
day outside the Metropolitan 
Cathedral. 

An estimated 3,000 per¬ 
sons had gathered in the 
square in the early morning 
Io watch the rough pine cas¬ 
kets being brought out of the 
church and placed in a neat 
line on the still-bloodstained 
steps outside. 

Volunteers then transfer¬ 
red the bodies from the cas¬ 
kets to more expensive ones, 
also made of wood. There 
was silence as the bodies 
were removed, some in 
shrouds, others still in 
bloody, tattered clothing, 
ripped apart by automatic 
weapons fire from police. 

Volunteers from the 
crowd acted as pallbearers 
and others carried artificial 
and natural flower wreaths 
for the 20-block march to the 
San Salvador cemetery. 

Along the way they iinked 
up with 300 women carrying

The broadcast said that Kassim 
Obura, who was police commis¬ 
sioner in the overthrown Amin 
regime, made the charge while 
talking to correspondents at Ma- 
klndye military police barracks in 


Kampala. 

Archbishop Janani Luwum. In¬ 
terior Minister Arphaked Oboth- 
Ofumbi and Land Minister Eren- 
ayo Wilson Oryema were arrested 
in February 1977 and accused of 
being involved In a plot to over¬ 
throw Amin. 

Shortly afterwards the govern¬ 
ment announced that the three 
men had been killed in a road 
accident while in custody. The of¬ 
ficial radio said they were trying ' 


to overpower an officer in a bid to 
escape. 

Former Police Chief Obura was 
quoted in the broadcast as saying 
the archbishop and the two cabi¬ 
net ministers "were summoned to 
the International Conference 
Centre where they were later 
picked up and killed by Amin at 
the State Research Centre at Na- 
kasero.” 

The radio, minitored in London, 
said Obura told the correspon¬ 


dents his own investigations had 
shown that the accident "was a 
fake to bluff the world,” 

At the time of the three deaths, 
the official Tanzanian Dally News 
said President Amin himself 
killed the archbishop with two pis¬ 
tol shots in the chest. 

It said the murder took place at 
Nakasero lodge after Luwum had 
been tortured for refusing to sign 
a confession that he had been 
planning coup.

Provincial Secretary In 
the last Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment. Hugh Curtis was 
returned to office Thursday 
in Saanich-and-the-Islands 
in a see-saw race in which 
NDP candidate John Mika 
eventually lost l(y about 2,- 
000 votes. 

When the 49 polls had re¬ 
ported. Curtis had 19,695. 
Mika 13,645, and Conserva¬ 
tive candidate John Green a 
disappointing 2,385. 

Early returns showed 
Mika in the lead, but Curtis 
pulled ahead before half the 
polls were counted. 


About 75 per cent of 42,242 
eligible voters went to the 
polls. 

The southern part of the 
riding generally went to 
Mika, the north to Curtis. 

It appeared toA« part of a 
Greater Victoria geographi¬ 
cal trend northward. 

Victoria and Esquimau 
went NDP; the Royal Oak 
area in Saanich was divided 
about 50-50 between NDP 
and Social Credit, and in the 
northern part of of the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula, Curtis was a 
clear winner. 

Curtis said in an interview 
at his jubilant campaign 
headquarters that during 
the election there was incor¬ 


rect criticism from the NDP 
that he wasn't available to 
his constituents. Curtis said 
that the people who were 
helped by him knew that 
wasn't the case. 

Curtis’ headquarters was 
packed with faithful party 
supporters many of whom 
expressed disbelief that 
Sam Bawlf had gone down to 
defeat in Victoria. 

And when NDP leader 
David Barrett appeared on 
color television sets in the 
office, the boos from Curtis 
supporters drowned out his 
comments. 

The mood at Mika's cam¬ 
paign headquarters was low. 
Some workers said they 


couldn’t believe a CBC-tele- 
vision computer prediction 
that Mika as well as the 
NDP as a whole would lose. 

“They must be wrong,” 
one campaign worker said. 

Mika said in an Interview 
that some of Curtis' an¬ 
nouncements, such as the 
purchase.of about 100 acres 
of Sidney Island and his 
statement that he would re¬ 
quest the dismissal of some 
Human Rights Commission 
members gave him needed 
publicity. v 

Mika said he would carry 
on and try another time, and 
he felt that the NDP had 
gathered some valuable mo¬ 
mentum.

Oak Bay-Gordon Head 
voters rejected third party 
politics and sent their first 
Social Credit MLA to the 
Legislature since 1972 in a 
contest that unlike recent 
elections mirrored the rest 
of the province. .

‘ City firefighters ratify one-year pact

Victoria firefighters have ratified a one- 
year agreement with the city. 

Ratification by the Greater Victoria 
Labor Relations Association next Mon¬ 
day-believed to be little more than a 
formality—would mean the first settle¬ 
ment with the firefighters in several years 
Without the necessity df arbitration. 

“I think we’ve gone to arbitration 28 
times in the last 30 years,” a relieved 


Rich Brideson, president of the Victoria 
Firefighters Union said Thursday night. 

Acceptance by the 116-member union 
marks the first major breakthrough in 
the current round of talks with core area 
negotiations. Several Canadian Union of 
Public Employees locals remain in a 
standoff position, and there have been no 
settlements yet with a handful of building 
trades unions. The CUPE local covering 
public library employees reached agree¬ 
ment earlier on the standard offer—a 
two-year contract with a 7.25 per cent hike 
in each year. 


Brideson said the firefighters had origi¬ 
nally held out for inclusion of a cost-of- 
living benefit in a two-year agreement, but 
settled without one on the basis of win¬ 
ning a settlement that expires after one 
year. < - 

He said the wages will remain $2 a month 
behind those of Vancouver firefighters—a 
figure that will be completed when a con¬ 
tract is signed in Vancouver. An interim 
five per cent increase is to take effect until 
then. 

Both the interim increase and the overall 
wage package are retroactive to Jan. 1. 


The last contract expired at the end of last 
year. 

The first-class Victoria firefighter 
earned $1,577 a month under the old agree¬ 
ment. 

The firefighters were particularly happy 
about one point: the avoidance of ar¬ 
bitration means they will not run into the 
stiff legal costs that have hit the small 
union over the last several years. In recent 
years, lengthy arbitration procedures have 
cost the 116 men more than $50,000—$30,000 
in connection with the 1976 agreement 
alone.

BARBER’S RUNNING-MATE DUMPS 
BAWLF AND MAYOR TRAILS POLLS 
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Victoria NDP winners Hanson and Barber raise cheer

a It was tears mixed with 
Wheers at the Victoria New 
Democratic Party head¬ 
quarters on election night as 
Charles Barber and Gordon 
Hanson were swept to vic¬ 
tory and Social Credit’s Sam 
Bawlf and Michael Young 
went down to defeat. 

The cheers arose every 
time the latest poll standing 
in Victoria was announced, 
and the tears came when it 
became obvious that the 
NDP had lost the provincial 
election. 

The surprise in Victoria 
was that Bawlf, a Socred 
cabinet minister (deregula¬ 
tion) was roundly defeated, 
and that Young, mayor of 
Victoria, who had been 
given a good chance of win¬ 
ning one of the two seats, 
also went down to defeat. 

Once again, Victoria went 
against the provincial out¬ 
come, as it did in 1975 when 
the Socreds swept the polls 
and Barber captured a seat 
for the NDP in Victoria for 
the^irst time in 42 years. 


The defeat of Bawlf and 
Young was decicive. With 
120 out of 124 polls reporting, 
Barber led the pack with 
21,157 votes, followed by his 
running mate Hanson with 
18,984 votes. 

Bawlf and Young were 
trailing with 15,928 votes and 
14,941 votes respectively. 

Bawlf and Young showed 
up at the NDP headquarters 
at about 10 p.m. to concede 
defeat. 

“Tonight in Victoria, Vic¬ 
toria belongs to you,” Bawlf 
told a cheering crowd of 
NDP supporters. 

He congratulated Barber 
and Hanson on an excellent 
campaign and added that 
both would represent Vic¬ 
toria well. 

"I think you know Mike 
and I have worked hard to 
represent you well and I turn 
over this mantle to Charles 
and Gordon with my best 
wishes," Bawlf said. 

Young told the crowd of 
opponents that his excursion 
into provincial politics had 
been a “quick-in-and-quick- 
out" affair. He said he 


hoped Victorians would get 
behind Barber and Hanson, 
as he would. 

And then came the mo¬ 
ment Barber and Hanson 
made their triumphant 
entry. The crowd went 
wild. 

Barber said it would ap¬ 
pear that Victorians knew 
more than the rest of the 
province and, therefore, had 
elected two NDP members. 

“The people of Victoria , 
have sent a message to the 
people in B.C. the province 
hasn’t heard yet,” he said. 

Victorians wouldn't be 
sorry, he promised. 

"If they liked what one 
member could do, wait till 
they find out what two can 
accomplish,” he said. 

He thanked Bawlf and 
Young for having had “the 
considerable courtesy to be 
with us here tonight," and 
prompted the crowd to ap¬ 
plaud wildly by congratulat¬ 
ing NDP leader David Bar¬ 
rett on “a superb 
campaign.” 

And while the crowd was 
still licking its wounds over 


the provincial defeat, Vic¬ 
toria Aid. William McElroy 
fired up the troops, asking 
them to get ready for the 
forthcoming federal battle. 

If Victorians could elect 
two NDP candidates to the 
provincial Legislature, they 
could elect an NDP candi¬ 
date to the federal Parlia¬ 
ment, McElroy said. 

“By tomorrow morning, I 
want to see all Barber-Han- 
son signs read Gretchen 
Brewin (the federal NDP 
candidate for the Victoria 
riding)," he said. 

Barber has been the dar¬ 
ling of the Victoria riding 
since his election in 1975. 
A favorite of the bookies In 
this election, he has been 
credited with doing an ex¬ 
traordinary amount of con¬ 
stituency work between 
elections. 

' This popularity obviously 
resulted in the victory of his 
running-mate Hanson. 

Earlier in the evening, the 
mood at the Social Credit 
headquarters at the Prin¬ 
cess Mary Restaurant had 
been depressed.

He said he was confident 
the design problems at Le¬ 
preau would not erode public 
confidence in the nuclear al¬ 


ternative. 

The Lepreau plant, about 
25 kilometres southwest of 
Saint John, is expected to 
come on stream in early 
1981. The final cost is esti¬ 
mated at $895 million. 


BZZZZ! BEES HIJACK PLANE 


OTTAWA (CP) - Bees hijacked the 
baggage of about 40 Ottawa passengers 
on an Air Canada flight Wednesday. 

They got loose in the cargo compartment 
on a flight from Hamilton, Ont., to Ot¬ 
tawa and Montreal, and rather than hold 
Montreal passengers In Ottawa until a 
beekeeper could be found, Air Canada flew 
bees and baggage to Montreal. 

There, Paul Carriere, a station agent at 


Dorval airport, and three baggage 
handlers dressed in coveralls and gloves 
greeted them. 

"It would have been preferable to smoke 
them out but we didn't have much time," 
Carriere said. 

The bees, part of a shipment of 75,000, 
got out of one container of 2,500. 

One baggage handler was stung. 

The skyjacked baggage made a beeline 
to Ottawa on the next beeless flight.

Astaire turns 80, tut Film festival aglow with stars 


‘What’s all the fuss? 9 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — 
"What’s all the fuss about? 
It’s just a roflnd number.” 

That was Fred Astaire’s 
response on the occasion of 
his 80th birthday Thursday. 

The ultimate dancer of 
show business history, As¬ 
taire plans to spend his four¬ 
score anniversary in his 
usual modest style—a din¬ 
ner with daughter Ava, son 
Fred Jr., and their families, 
including one-half dozen 
grandchildren. 

About his life today: “I'm 
doing the things I want to 
do.” 

Besides his family, he is 
interested in race horses. 
His greatest success was 
with Triplicate, who won the 
Hollywood Gold Cup and 
earned $244,000 before re¬ 
tirement. 

"I have a brood mare and 
couple of foals that are not 
ready yet,” he said. “I don't 
know if they ever will be. 
But I'm hoping.” 

What Astaire is not in¬ 
terested in is the profession 
he pursued from age 5 'a, 
when he entered vaudeville 
with sister Adele. 

“I won’t dance,” he said in 
a telephone interview Wed¬ 
nesday. echoing one of the 
famous songs associated 
with him. 

“I danced up to the age of 
70. when I did my last televi¬ 
sion special. That was too 
damned long. It was stren¬ 
uous, but fortunately I suf¬ 
fered no ill effects. I’m just 
not going to push my luck.” 

He relented on his vow for 
no more dancing in 1976, 
when good friend Gene Kelly 
persuaded him to join a brief 
duet for MGM’s musical 
cavalcade That's Entertain¬ 
ment. Part 2. 

The Astaire artistry re¬ 
mains a legend, from the 
Broadway musicals with 
Adele to 10 films with Gin¬ 
ger Rogers to other glitter-

ing-musicals with such part¬ 
ners as Joan Crawford, Rita 
Hayworth. Joan Fontaine, 
Audrey Hepburn, Leslie 
Caron and Cyd Charisse. 

The choreographer 
George Balanchine once 
called him “the greatest 
dancer in the world,” a 
judgment Astaire termed 
•’undeniably erroneous.” He 
was on best-dressed lists 
year after ygar and to many, 
in his top hat. white tie and 
tails, he was elegance per¬ 
sonified. 

From Dancing Lady in 
1933 until the 1976 duet with 


Gene Kelly, Fred Astaire 
was the impeccable dancer 
and complete gentleman to 
generations of movie-goers. 

And now, while he won’t 
dance, he hasn’t retired 
from acting. 

His role as a disabled old¬ 
ster in a television movie, A 
Family Upside Down, won 
him an Emmy last year. His 
latest role was in a segment 
of the outer-space series 
Battlestar Galactica. 

“It was a tough show to 
get dotle because of the 
technical aspects, and we 
went three days over sched¬ 
ule,” he remarked. “But I 
enjoyed it. It was a different 
kind of role, and I did it 
largely at the request of my 
grandchildren. The only 
problem was that I didn't 
understand the. language 
they used on that show.” 

He’ll do other roles if they 
interest him—“I’m reluc¬ 
tant about jumping into any¬ 
thing; I just say, ‘Bring me 
the script and I'll let you 
know.’ ”

"All they needed to do was 
shoot him in the arm or leg 
to stop him. They didn't 
have to kill him.” 

Rick Kayes, an amateur 
photographer, said he took 
color photographs of the 
shooting and watched a po¬ 
lice officer give Elie first 


TORONTO (CP) — Bill 
Elie was to be married next 
week but Tuesday night he 
pulled a dummy gun on po¬ 
lice in a suburban shopping 
plaza and was killed by po¬ 
lice bullets. 

Elie, 23, died of his wounds 
in hospital less than an hour 
after he was shot in front of 
a beer store in the Metro¬ 
politan Toronto borough of 
Scarborough. 

Police said his gun was a 
metal-and-plastic replica of 
a .38-calibre revolver but 
could not fire a bullet. 

A police spokesman said 
Elie "levelled his gun at an 
officer and took aim— the 
officer feared for his life 
and fired." 

The shot missed and when 
other officers shouted, 
"Drop it,” Elie turned and 
pointed the gun at them. 

The spokesman said four 
policemen fired five bullets 
and three hit Elie, wounding 
him in the head and chest. 

Elie had left an apartment 
building with three friends 
shortly before the shooting 
to buy beer for an advance 
celebration of his wedding 
next Monday to Delores 
Johnston-, with whom he’d 
been living. 

Nancy Rosier, 20, who 
lives in the same apartment 
building as Elie, said she 
was babysitting Miss John¬ 
ston’s twin babies on Tues¬ 
day night. She also said Miss 
Johnston was three months 
pregnant. 

Miss Rosier said Elie had 
what she described as a cap 
gun in his pocket when he 
left the apartment five 
minutes before the shoot¬ 
ing. 

She said that just before 
l he shooting, she looked out 
from the balcony as Elie left 
and saw him pass two police 

cruisers. 

Miss Rosier said she su¬ 
spected there might be trou¬ 
ble. ran to the plaza and was 
about 20 metres away from 
a police cruiser parked near 
Ihe beer store when the 
shooting started. 

"I heard two shots—1 
don’t know, there might 
have been more—the next 
Ihing I saw. Billy was falling 
back.” 

Police said they were 
called Tuesday night to an 
apartment building after a 
man complained of a gun 
being pointed at him. 

Witnesses said there was a. 
disturbance in an elevator 
and they saw a man take a 
gun from his pocket and 
stick it in his belt as he left 
the building. 

Police said they began to 
search for a car described 
by witnesses and pulled in 
behind a station wagon at a

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Of 4,000 child care 
cases handled by the 
human resources min¬ 
istry during the last 12 
months, only three in¬ 
volved special investiga¬ 
tions into the deaths of 
the children involved. 

Figures published Thurs¬ 
day by the ministry show 
that between April 1978 and 
March 1979, 1,700 children 
were taken in care for vari¬ 
ous reasons in agreement 
with parents. 2,000 were ap¬ 
prehended for protection 
purposes, 150 required care 
because of the deaths of par¬ 
ents and 150 were commit¬ 
ted to care under the Juve¬ 
nile Delinquents Act. 

Human Resources Minis¬ 
ter Grace McCarthy said 
during the same period 
three children died, two in 
the spring and one in the 
fall. 

The death of one of the 
children from skull injuries 
eventually led to the convic¬ 
tion of the child’s father but

“Oth¬ 
erwise the child appeared to 
be well cared for. Later the 
child died of a skull Injury 
and the father has now been 
sentenced to a term of im¬ 
prisonment In connection 
with the death.” 

It was during the trial of 
the father that questions 
were raised as to the effi¬ 
ciency of human resources 
personnel in handling the 
early investigations into the 
child’s injuries. 

As a result, McCarthy 
said, a further detailed in¬ 
quiry was being conducted 
by the attorney-general’s 
ministry. 

A second child died while 
"in a foster home recog¬ 
nised in the community for 
excellent work with chil¬ 
dren." 

Although the death was at¬ 
tributed to “crib death,” 
McCarthy said, the incident 
was investigated by the 
coroner, the crown prosecu¬ 
tor and the police but no 
charges were laid. 


In the third incident inves¬ 
tigated a child had died of 
pneumonia while in hospi¬ 
tal. 

McCarthy said the mother 
had been in regular contact 
with the family doctor and 
two public health nurses up 
to the day of the infants 
death and had been offered 
homemaker service but had 
felt she could manage with¬ 
out it. No neglect was al¬ 
leged or found. 

"Every complaint of child 
abuse or neglect is investi¬ 
gate, ' the minister said. 
"The policy of ministry staff 
is to assist the parents in 
coping with whatever prob¬ 
lems exist. Family support 
workers have been added to 
the district staffs in the past 
year in order to supplement 
the work of social workers in 
achieving this objective, but 
the apprehension of 2,000 
Children during that 12- 
month period is an indica¬ 
tion that this is not always 
possible.” 

McCarthy said she did not 
resent the watchful eye kept 
on her ministry by its vari¬ 
ous critics.. . 

“It is most appropriate 
that the work of the ministry 
should be carefully scrutin¬ 
ized,” she said. “But it Is 
also essential that any criti¬ 
cism be placed in its proper 
context. 



Indian dispute 
closes off road 

A dispute between an Indian family and the band 
council on the Tsawout reserve in Central Saanich has 
closed about a mile of a road that leads into a tourist 
campground. 

The K.O.A. road has been closed off and won't be reo¬ 
pened until the dispute is over, said Michael Pelkey, a 
spokesman for Albert Pelkey Sr. 

Pelkey said, “It’s a big dispute between the Pelkey 
family and the band council. We want them to give us 
certain lands and until they do we won't open the road.” 

Pelkey said the land his family wanted was in fact com¬ 
pensation for land it said it would give up when the road 
was built. 

Negotiations on the matter were held Wednesday night 
at the band office And would continue this week, he said.

A 12-year-old man who pleaded guilty in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court Thursday to Indecently assaulting a five-year-old 
girl was remanded by Judge William Ostler until Monday 
for sentencing. 

William Edward Elshaw. of 2310 Wark, elected trial 
by magistrate on the charge of indecent assault and en¬ 
tered the guilty plea without being represented by a law¬ 
yer. 

Crown counsel Richard Law told the court Elshaw 
befriended the young girl shortly before 7 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday at Central Park, offered her Ice cream to entice 
her to go to his apartment, and performed the indecent 
act at his residence before returning to the park with 
her. 

Law said the girl led city police back to the apartment 
where hfc was arrested. 

Law also stated that Elshaw was on probation for a 
related offence at the time. Elshaw was convicted Jan. 
31 this year of an indecent assault on a seven-year-old 
and was given a one-year prison term and placed on 
two years' probation. Elshaw said he was released from jail 
in October. 

Elshaw was also convicted on Feb. 23, 1972 in Valley- 
field, Que., of indecent assault and was given a four- 
year jail term on that occasion; was convicted Aug. 7, 
1969 in Valleyfield of attempting to have sexual re¬ 
lations with a female under M years of age and was 
jailed two years, and was convicted May 16, 1962 in 
Campbell River of abducting a female and was sen¬ 
tenced to two years. 

Ostler granted Law's application for a delay in sen¬ 
tencing for the purpose of having his probation officer 
available to testify and for any [fcychiatric reports which 
may be available. 

A THIRD PERSON was charged in connection with 
the holdup and beating of a 24-year-old man Wednes-' 
day. 

Donald Robinson, also known as .Allen Asapace, of 
no fixed address, was charged with robbery with violence. 

The 22-year-old man elected trial by judge without 
jury and was remanded until today for a possible bail 
hearing. 

On Wednesday. 25-year-old Roderick Dale Callihoo, of 
506 Pendray, and 28-year-old Brenda Joy McKenzie, of 945 
Esquimau, were charged with the same offence in connec¬ 
tion with the holdup and beating of Edward Anthony 
Kubica. 

They were released on their own undertaking and 
remanded to next Wednesday for election of their trial 
method.

n four-month jail sentence 
imposed in provincial court 
was reduced in Victoria 
County Court Thursday to a 
week spent in custody be¬ 
cause rehabilitation is worth 
more than incarceration.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
reported Wednesday that 
the U.S. could tap as much 
energy from underground 
heat sources as current oil 
consumption would supply 
in 162 years. 

Major untapped resources 
of geothermal energy exist 
in the U.S., particularly in 
“hot spots” in the west and 
parts of the Gulf Coast, the 
agency said. 

In its second assessment 
of geothermal resources, 
the survey said the upper 10 


kilometres of the earth's 
crust contains about 32,000 
billion-billion British Ther¬ 
mal Units (Btus) of heat en¬ 
ergy. 

Of this, the .agency esti¬ 
mated that 6.4 billion-billion 
Btus could be used — the 
equivalent of 1.2 trillion bar¬ 
rels of oil. 

With the American Petro¬ 
leum Institute reporting 
current oil consumption of 
20.3 million barrels a day, 


U.S. Northwest 
needs n-power 


BELLEVUE, Wash. (AP) 
— The United States Pacific 
Northwest needs nuclear en¬ 
ergy to meet the growing 
regional energy crunch, 
John Ellis, Puget Sound 
Power and Light Co. presi¬ 
dent John Ellis has told 
stockholders. 

He said this week that in 10 
years, more than one-third 
of all power needed in the 
Northwest will come from 
nuclear plants. He said nu¬ 
clear energy now accounts 
for nine per cent of ail power 
in the region. 

“Clearly, if the nuclear 
resource becomes suddenly 
no longer available to us. 


this region will be in very 
serious difficulty,” he said. 
"We simply will be unable to 
meet our loads and the cost 
of any energy which can be 
obtained will be significant¬ 
ly higher.”. 

The company^ also an¬ 
nounced that it and Oeser 
Power and Energy Co. of 
Bellingham would investi¬ 
gate the technical and eco¬ 
nomic feasibility of a small 
waste wood-fuelled power 
plant of about 25 megawatts 
electrical output. 

Puget Power said the out¬ 
put of such a plant repre¬ 
sents about two months 
average load growth on the 
utility’s system. 


the available geothermal 
energy would equal 162 
years of current oil use. The 
two types of energy are not 
always interchangeable, 
however. 

Geothermal energy, said 
Dr. L. J. P. Muffler of the 
survey, “is a very promising 
source of energy whose opti¬ 
mum use could substantially 
affect the energy economy 
of the United States.” 

Currently, Muffler said, 
electric power is generated 
from geothermal energy at 
The Geysers in California, 
the first geothermal electric 
installation in the U.S. 

Besides The Geysers, hot 
water from underground 
sources has been used for 
some heating requirements 
in Boise, Idaho, since 1892. 
And in Klamath Falls, Ore., 
homes, churches, business 
and schools have long used 
hot ground water, mostly for 
space heating. 

. Muffler’s report, devel¬ 
oped in co-operation with the 
U.S. department of energy, 
is the second assessment of 
geothermal potential. The 
first, in 1975, provided esti¬ 
mates for available energy 
from underground hot 
water. These have been re¬ 
vised because of improved 
techniques for estimating 
energy that can be tapped. 

Another energy resource 
listed, but not currently in 
use, is pressurized under¬ 


ground water. If the technol¬ 
ogy can be developed, the 
report says, abundant en¬ 
ergy of this type could be 
available along the northern 
edge of the Gulp of Mexico, 
both onshore and offshore.

Dating game 
off limits 
for professor 


TORONTO (CP) — University professors shouldn’t 
date their students, says Eric McKee, the University 
of Toronto’s ombudsman, in response to a survey con¬ 
ducted by the student council. 

Of 150 questionnaires completed In the survey, 135 
were filled out by women and 15 by men. Sixteen re¬ 
sponses detailed demands the women students said had 
been made for sex. 

The survey indicated some professors had de¬ 
manded sexual favors by threatening female students 
with poor marks. At least two students said they sub¬ 
mitted to intercourse for fear they would fail if they 
didn’t. 

When a professor made an overture, women stu¬ 
dents reported feeling frightened that their marks 
might be affected if they did not comply. And they 
didn't know where to complain. 

One problem in dealing with some cases, McKee 
said, is that there's no concrete evidence. It ends up 
being one person’s word against another. 

» But if three individuals reported a professor for 
such behaviour over a period of time, "then that’s 
three-to-one, whether he carried through with the threat 
or not." 

McKee said that if a student can prove she received 
an undeserved low mark because she rejected a profes¬ 
sor’s advances, the case would go before a tribunal. 
The tribunal hears evidence regarding infractions of 
the academic disciplinary code and has the power to 
recommend dismissal. 

But cases of sexual advances would not come 
under the code, he said, and there is little that can be 
done for the offended student. 

More than 80 per cent of the faculty at U of T are 
men, while about half of the students are women.

Lilah Kan doesn’t fit the 
stereotype of the Oriental 
woman, taking mincing 
steps, eyes casldown, defer- 
ential and quiet of voice. 

Instead, she’s gutsy and 
outspoken. 

’’I was called the Abbie 
Hoffman of the Cninese 
cooking establishment,” she 
said. “I was wearing jeans 
and T-shirts when all these 
other ladies (teaching Chi¬ 
nese cuisine) were wearing 
silk. There was proletariat 
me." 

In addition to her teach¬ 
ing. Kan also caters, is a 
restaurant consultant and 
has written a cookbook, In¬ 
troducing Chinese Casserole 
Cookery. 

Kan's casserole approach 
to Chinese cooking may 
seem heretical to North 
American cooks accus¬ 
tomed to stir-frying. Actual¬ 
ly. it’s a 3,000-year-old 
method. 

Stir-frying is just one of 
several styles of cooking 
found in China. In texts 
documenting the Chou dy¬ 
nasty (1124 to 249 B.C.), the 
technique of stir-frying is 
not mentioned, but boiling, 
steaming, roasting and sim¬ 
mering-stewing are. 

During that time, archeo¬ 
logists believe, a meat stew 
was the kind of dish served 
often. 

And stewing is a boon to 
cooks who have tried to put 
on a Chinese stir-fry dinner 
of several courses. Timing 
that kind of meal is enough 
to make you turn in your 
wok. 

With a menu that includes 
a casserole, some steamed 
and stir-fryed dishes the 
cook can actually sit down 
and enjoy the meal with the 
guests.

Squeeze out the surplus 
water, cut off and discard 
stems and °cut caps into 
quarters. 

Cut up chicken, first se¬ 
vering legs and thighs from 
body. Separate legs from 
thighs. Cut each into about 
three pieces, whacking them 
with the cleaver. Remove 
wings from carcass and 
separate into three joints. 


Holding the chicken by its 
back, neck end down, look 
inside the cavity to see 
where the back ribs and 
breast ribs meet to form a 
V. 

Slice through the flesh and 
skin and through the apex of 
the V to the collarbone. Cut 
through the shoulder joint 
with a sharp whack. Sepa¬ 
rate the breast side from the 
back section!;.’ 

Spilt the back in half 
lengthwise with a series of 
whacks along the spine. 
Chop the back lengths into 4 
or 5 pieces. Split the breast 
lengthwise, then cut the 
halves into 4 or 5 pieces. 

Heat a large frying pan or 
wok and pour in about 1 ^ 
tbsps. of oil, swirling It to 
cover the cooking surface. 
When oil is hot, add onions 
and fry over medium heat, 
stirring, until they are 
translucent. 

Transfer the onions to line 
the bottom of a 3 “ or 4 -qt. 
casserole, using a slotted 
spoon to drain any excess 
oil. 

Put one tbsp. oil into the 
pan and brown half the 
chicken pieces (5 to 6 min 
on each side). Drain chicken 
of oil and transfer pieces to 
the casserole with a slotted 
spoon. Repeat with remain¬ 
ing chicken. 

Combine braising liquid 
ingredients and pour over 
the chicken and onions. 
Bring the liquid to a boil 
over medium-high heat, re¬ 
duce heat to medium-low 
and add mushrooms. 

Cover the casserole and 
simmer for 35 min. Add 
water chestnuts and cashew 
nuts and simmer, covered, 
another five min. Discard 
ginger slice and add snow 
peas. ’Stir cornstarch and 
water together and mix into 
the liquid until slightly 
thickened. Add sesame oil 
and mix well. Serves four.

If we could harness all the 
energy expended in the rest¬ 
less-leg syndrome, we might 
make a sizeable contribu¬ 
tion to the world's fuel prob¬ 
lem. 

You describe it quite well. 
The condition is difficult for 
the patient and puzzling for 
the physician who hears 
about it for the first time. At 
least it was to me. 

People frequently wake up 
at night with a funny feeling 
in their legs. They may feel 
cold, warm, heavy and fid 
gety. The cause is not 
known, but there are reports 
that indicate it may run in 
families. 

One thing is clear. It is not 
a circulation problem, nor is 
it caused by faulty nerves. 
Tests for both these factors 
are usually normal. It can be 
related to various medical 
conditions, including ane¬ 


mias and diabetes, also to 
stomach surgery. 

Unfortunately, with medi¬ 
cine as with anything else, 
the less we know about a 
problem the less we can do 
about it. Restless legs falls 
into this unhappy category. I 
said the problem is not cir¬ 
culatory. Yet 1 have seen 
patients helped by blood 
vessel expanders and re 
laxers (nerve pills). You 
will run into a lot of other 
possible cures — elastic 
hose, propping the feet at 
night, massage and the like. 
Any one of them might help 
and be worth a try. I have to 
say. though, that' the 
chances are you will end up 
with the same jumping and 
jiving of your legs. 

If enemia or diabetes are 
involved, treating (hose con¬ 
ditions will help. Some peo¬ 
ple may get other leg symp¬ 
toms (like cramps) from 
(qfcing strong diuretics. 


Uprooted tooth can enjoy

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Youngsters are rough on 
teeth. They loose them to 
football, skateboards, bicy¬ 
cles. fist fights and an as 
sortment of tumbles and 
spills — but the loss need not 
always be permanent. 

Most parents don't realize 
that an uprooted nut unbro¬ 
ken tooth can be cleaned up 
and put back in its socket 
where, with a dentist's help, 
it will often take hold and 
enjoy "an extended second 
life," says a New Jersey 
dentist. 

And saving that original 
equipment is belter and 
cheaper than replacing it 
with a false tooth, said Dr. 
Noah Chivian of Newark 
Beth Israel Medical Centre.

Expensive parting 


Living course 
helps student 


• WINNIPEG (CP) — Manitoba home economies 
teachers say they want students leaving high school to 
have more knowledge about living in the world outside 
the classroom. 

That’s the main reason why the Manitoba Home 
Economics Teachers Association has urged that all 
students in Grades 11 and 12 take a course that covers 
nutrition, consumer affairs, parenting and getting 
along with people. 

JOCELYN MUIR, past president of the group, says 
such a course would give students some insights into 
different kinds of lifestyles. 

"It wouldn’t be teaching values,” she explains. "It 
would be showing them alternatives." 

Students themselves appear to have mixed feelings 
about the idea. 

"That’s a spiff idea." said Carol McCormick, a 
Grade 10 student. “If it was optional, then I might 
consider taking it, but if it was compulsory, I wouldn’t 
be so keen." 

SOME STUDENTS interviewed said they should 
only have to take courses necessary to get into univer¬ 
sity or get a job and everything else should be option¬ 
al. 

"The course might not be a waste of time," said 
Brian Epp, also In Grade 10, "but there are other 
subjects more important to your career and future that 
you want to take in grade 12." 

Ms. Muir disagrees. She said "life" is one subject 
all students have to take, so schools should teach them 
how to make informed decisions on what to eat, how to 
spend money and how to chose an appropriate lifestyle 
for themselves. 

The home economics association Says several high 
school courses — such as home economies, biology, 
guidance, business and physical education — do have 
some lifestyle content, but none offer students a total 
approach to managing their lives.

Declarer first looked 
where he thought he saw 
something in his play of 
today's no trump game. 
Had he first looked at a 
less likely play, he may 
well have found the answer 
to his game. 

Declarer won the first 
spade in dummy and 
crossed to his king of 
hearts to try the club 
finesse. East won 
dummy's queen with his 
king and returned a spade. 
Declarer ducked. West 
won and returned a third 
spade to clear the suit. 
Declarer then played the 
club ace and another club 
to West's jack and West’s 
remaining spades beat the 
hand one trick. 

Declarer was unlucky to 
find West with the third 
Club. Had East been forced 
to win the third club lead, 
there would have been no 
entry to West’s spades and 
declarer would have 
scored nine tricks. Never¬ 
theless, declarer would 
have had a better chance 
had he played the club suit 
backwards! 

After winning dummy’s 
queen of spades, instead of 
crossing to his hand to 
finesse in clubs, declarer 
should have led a low club 
away from dummy's A-Q. 
East would have had to 
make a quick decision and 
the chances are that he 
would have had taken his 
king after an embarrass¬ 
ing and most revealing 
study. 

With the club king out of 
the way, declarer would 
have no problems with the 
remaining play. 

What if West had held 
the king of clubs? In that 
case, nothing would be 
lost. Declarer could al¬ 
ways take the normal 
finesse later and the game 
would be safe for nine 
tricks. 

There is no law that 
commands a finesse be 
taken on the first round.

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Billionaire Eaton dies at 95 

HE ENDURED SCORN IN DRIVE FOR WORLD PEACE 


Eaton in 1976 


CLEVELAND' (CP) — 
Cyrus S. Eaton, the Nova 
Scotia village shop boy 
who became one of the 
world’s most powerful in¬ 
dustrialists, has died at 
his nearby farm estate. 
He was 95. 1 

A spokesman said Eaton, 
who raised a storm of con¬ 
troversy by fighting for bet¬ 
ter relations with the Soviet 
Union, will be cremated and 
his ashes brought to his 
summer home at Upper 
Blandford, N.S. A memorial 
service will be held there 
next month. 

Eaton, who had seven 
children, 15 grandchildren 
and 10 great-grandchildren, 
died quietly of natural 
causes Wednesday night, the 
spokesman said. His wife, 
Anne, a polio victim con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair far 
years, was at his bedside. 

Announcement of his 
death was withheld until 
Thursday so that Eaton’s 
son Cyrus Jr., who was 
travelling in China, could be 
notified. Cyrus Jr. made 
plans to return to Cleveland 
immediately. 

The maker of fortunes; 
Eaton remained active in 
business almost until the 
end. He retired as chairman 
of the Chessie railway sys¬ 
tem last year. He concen¬ 
trated his industrial power 
in public utilities, coal, iron, 
steel, rubber and transport. 
His assets were measured in 
the billions of dollars. 

But his world fame also 
came through his pursuit of 
international peace. He es¬ 
tablished the Pugwash Con¬ 
ferences in Nova Scotia, 
bringing together outstand¬ 


ing figures from East and 
West to study ways of reduc- 
ing world tensions. He 
fought against the arms 
race and courted communist 
leaders in the Soviet Union 
and other countries. 

A native of Pugwash, 
Eaton was an assistant in his 
father's village store when 
he got a chance to study at 
McMaster University and to 
live with a minister uncle in 
Cleveland. 

John Rockefeller Sr., who 
was a member of his uncle’s 
congregation, offered young 
Eaton a clerical job. It was 
the beginning of Eaton’s for¬ 
tunes. 

By th? time he was 27 
Eaton was a millionaire. But 
his first fortune crumbled 
during the Great Depression 
of the 1930s. He is reputed to 
have lost $100 million by the 
time he was 49. So he started 
again, piling up controlling 
interests in major com¬ 
panies, including Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Co. and Re¬ 
public Steel CoTp. 

His first marriage to the 
late Margaret House, by 
whom he had seven chil¬ 
dren, ended in divorce. She 
charged gross neglect. Two 
of the seven children have 
died. 

Always soft-spoken, Eaton 
neither drank nor smoked. 
When he was away from 
business, he preferred the 
company of intellectuals. 
His pride was his purebred 
cattle. 

In 1955, when he was 71, 
some Russian journalists vi¬ 
siting Cleveland asked to 
meet with an American 
capitalist. Eaton volun¬ 
teered. That meeting led to 
the Pugwash Conferences. 

Eaton visited Moscow fre¬ 
quently and became friendly 


with Premier Nikita Krush¬ 
chev and his successor, 
Alexei Kosygin. He cam¬ 
paigned for a nuclear test- 
ban treaty and against the 
Vietnam War. 

In an interview three 
years ago, Eaton said he 
intended to pursue his quest 
for world peace—a decades- 
long journey that brought 
him his share of scorn for 
rubbing elbows with top 
communist leaders. 

“Doctors say that I’m 
good probably for another 
eight years,” he said. “But 
one doesn't want to rely too 
much on that. When I get to 
be 92, the inevitable might 
be just around the comer. I 
have no fear of death, so 
that I'm not uneasy about it. 
I'm going to keep going as 
long as I'm physically 
able.” 

In the interview, Eaton 
said he had lived “a crowded 
life. I’ve enjoyed good 
health which resulted from 
the following rules of health. 
Fifty years ago, I was work¬ 
ing very hard. I had sleep¬ 
less nights and indigestion. 

“I went to the great spe¬ 
cialist and he said, “You're 
working too hard, you’re 
under too much strain. 
There is nothing I can do for 
you. You’ll have to take six 
months complete vacation. 

“I fortunately went to an¬ 
other doctor and he said. 
‘You don’t need to take any 
vacation, you just need to 
change your way of life .;. 
Don’t put yourself under 
strain by going out to the¬ 
atres and things that keep 
you up till midnight. After 
your dinner, take a good 
walk or read a good book.” 

“I would have died 40 
years ago without that 
change.”

NANAIMO — Veteran 
MLA Dave Stupich cele¬ 
brated his biggest win yet 
here Thursday night. 

The 57-year-old New 
Democrat topped his 1975 
and 1972 vote percent¬ 
ages of 49.4 and 52.6. 

Stupich has been a 
member of the Legisla¬ 
ture since 1963, with a 
break in the 1969-1972 
period, when Social Cred¬ 
it’s Frank Ncy, Nanai¬ 
mo’s perennial mayor, 
held the seat. 

It was a two-way race 
in the newly-redistribut¬ 
ed Nanaimo riding, with 
Stupich and Social Credit 
party's Tom Humble the 
only two candidates. 

Political observers 
generally agreed that the 
Nanaimo riding was al¬ 
most certain to go NDP 
because redistribution 
had added -the NDP 
stronghold of Ladysmith 
to the already-strong 
NDP riding. 

Socreds had admitted 
they were fighting an up¬ 
hill battle in the riding,

but a steady stream of 
Social Credit cabinet 
ministers, including Pre¬ 
mier Bennett, visited 
Nanaimo in hopes of 
helping out candidate 
Humble. 

Humble, 62. a new¬ 
comer to politics, was 
running in his first pro¬ 
vincial election, and only 
his second contest. 


He ran unsuccessfully 
for a Nanaimo Region 
Board seat in Cedar sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

Stupich, an accountant, 
served as agriculture and 
finance minister during 
the NDP administra¬ 
tion’s 1972-75 term of of¬ 
fice. 

Stupich became in¬ 
volved in politics as a 
candidate in 1949, when 
he was chosen by the 
Nanaimo NDP as a com¬ 
promise candidate. 

The local party had be¬ 
come badly split among 
four candidates and 
found in Stupich a man 
that all factions could 
agree upon. 

He was fresh out of the 
University of British Co¬ 
lumbia that year, and 
even recalled that he 
went straight from his 
graduation ceremonies to 
a political rally on Salt 
Spring island. 

He lost in 1949,1952 and 
1953. In the meantime, he 
was using hi$ agricul¬ 
tural-training-bn a poul¬ 
try farm in the Cedar 
area.

A heavy turnout had been 
expected in the riding be¬ 
cause of the large advance 
poll tally of 903. 

The riding's 40,001 eligible 
voters were able to cast bal¬ 
lots at one of the area’s 18 
polling divisions from Sal- 
lair to Lantzville. 

Overseeing the polling 
was Nanaimo returning offi¬ 
cer Barbara O’Shaugh- 
nessy. 

Stupich had said that he 
considered provincial issues 
of the biggest concern in the 
campaign 

He singled out unemploy¬ 
ment, inflation and foreign 
control of resources as the 
biggest issues both provin- 
cially and federally. 

He stressed the theme of 
honesty in government, 
pointing to instances when 
he said that Socreds had not 
been honest with the public.

Cowichan-Malahat 

Opposition 
shot down 
by Wallace 

Barbara Wallace of Cedar, who easily 
gunned down her two rivals in Cowichan-Mala¬ 
hat in Thursday's provincial election, has 
called for an audit of government books “to see 
exactly where we stand in the light of recent 
Social Credit giveaways.” 

The NDP mla, affectionately known as 
“Machine-Gun” Wallace, took a commanding 
lead in early returns and with half of the 21 
polls reporting she had 5,460 votes compared 
with 4.169 for Socred Rex Hollett and 548 for 
Conservative Kenneth Paskin. 

The 6l-year-old farm woman said she 
worked hard to obtain a clear majority, “and it 
appears I did just that.” 

Wallace, agriculture critic in the last gov¬ 
ernment. said one of her first priorities would 
be to “gel to grips” with the Cowichan Estuary 
Task Force report. 

“It’s been lying around for a year,” she 
said, ’’and been subject to political pressure. 
This is why it has not seen the light of day.” 

• She would also order an immediate halt to 
use 2,4-D on Lake Cowichan and Shawnigan 
Lake. 

Wallace, a staunch defender of the Agri¬ 
cultural Land Reserve created by the NDP 
whert-it was in power, said she wanted to 
see the legislation "firmed up” to protect 
valuable farmland. 

While agriculture is her main interest. 
Wallace said she would have to think seriously 
about accepting any positions. 

“If offered thp agriculture minister's job, 
I'd have to consider the offer very seriously, 
but I'm not really that Interested in a cabinet 
post,” she Said. 

Meanwhile, veteran Duncan Mayor Paskin 
said he was not loo happy with his poor showing 
and surprised at party leader Vic Stephens’ 
defeat. 

“I had sensed a mood of dissatisfaction 
abroad during the campaign,” he said, adding 
that he had hoped he could garner 2,500 votes to 
give him a solid base on which to build for the 
next election. 

Hollett told supporters he was pleased with 
the excellent campaign the party waged In the 
riding. 

The Chemainus tire dealer told cheering 
supporters at the Village Green Inn he felt 
the seat could be won for the Socreds, but was 
happy that the party had been returned to 
power in the province. 

"Their re-election means that investor.con- 
fidence in B.C. will remain intact." he said. 

Paskin, a veteran of the political arena, 
was far from being completely disappointed 
with his showing. 

Although polling only 1,047 voles, Paskin 
noted that he entered the three-way race 
late in the running and did absolutely no cam¬ 
paigning. 

“I didn't knock on a single door,” he said 
late Thursday, “yet I got about seven per cent 
of the vote.” 

He said he would have been happier to have 
received more votes, “but I’m not the least bit 
disappointed at my showing.” 

Paskin said the polarization evident in the 
riding and across the province was not a 
healthy sign. 

"Considering 1 spent only $490 of the $520 
donated to my campaign, 1 think I did extreme¬ 
ly well,” he added.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


As I have mentioned earlier in this 
series on bedding plants, the big prob¬ 
lem is to find species which will start 
blooming fairly soon after the plants 
are set out, yet will continue to bloom 
all summer long, with a non-stop per¬ 
formance right into the fall. 

Almost any of the annual flowers 
can be counted on to make a good 
splash of color, in our front beds and 
planters, for a period of a few weeks. 
However, kinds which will remain col¬ 
orful all season long are few and far 
between. These are the kinds we must 
seek out for our summer display. 

One of the best and certainly the 
most versatile of the bedding plants 
is the petunia, and particularly the 
race known as the hybrid ifultifloras. 
These have all the virtues we are 
looking for in a bedding plant — neat, 
compact, non-sprawling plants that 
need no staking; they come into bloom 
early in the season and they never stop 
flowering all summer long. 

Petunias — originally from South 
America — have another virtue too; 
they come in a very wide choice of 
colors and shades, and this isn’t all 
that common in bedding plants. 

The equally tireless salvia plants 
are commonly available only in scar¬ 
let, and the long-blooming marigolds 
in yellow and orange shades, but with 
petunias you can work out just about 
any color scheme that takes your 
fancy. 


My first experience with petunias 
as bedding plants was over 50 years 
ago when I bought a flat of five dozen 
plants in a variety called Rosy Mom. 
fairly new at that time, to furnish a 
long bed across the front of our 
home. 

I was bitterly disappointed at first, 
when the first flowers opened, for 
while they were a good deep pink 
shade, the flower itself was on the 
small side and quite plain, nothing like 
the big. frilly petunias I had seen 
elsewhere. 

As I pointed out earlier in this 
series, though, the beauty and form of 
the individual flower isn’t very impor¬ 
tant in bedding schemes — it is the 
overall effect that counts. And my five 
dozen Rosy Morn petunias certainly 
outdid themselves in this respect. " 

The plants covered themselves 
with their smallish blooms, home so 
prolifically that you could hardly see 
any leaves for the mass of flowers. 
That bed was a ribbon of shimmering 
pink all summer long and well on into 
the autumn. 

Since Rose Mom made its debut, 
the plant breeders have developed an 
ever-increasing number of low-grow¬ 
ing, compact bedding petunias in al¬ 
most every color of the rainbow. Many 
of them are hybrids, with much bigger 
and frillier flowers. 

We even have yellow petunias 




nowadays — unheard of when I was a 
boy — while my old friend Rosy Morn 
has long since disappeared from the 
seed catalogues, superseded by 
grander varieties. 

The dwarf bedding petunia can get 
along with remarkably little care. 
They don’t need much more than a 
smidgen of water and no fertilizer at 
all in reasonably fertile soil. In fact, 
they seem to bloom even more pro¬ 
fusely when they are not fed; over¬ 
feeding invariably produces mon- 
leaves and fewer flowers. 

They can get along, in a pinch, 
without the removal of the faded flow ¬ 
ers — this deadheading is a must with 
most flowers — although the beds do 
look neater and brighter when this 
chore is attended to regularly, about 
once a week. 

Incidentally, deadheading the petu 
nias is a particularly unpleasant task, 
for your fingers get all gummed up 
with a sticky, dirty deposit exuded 
from the stems, as with their cousins, 
the tobacco plants. Soap and water, 
doesn't do much good, but as with the 
stubborn green stains that come from 
handling tomato plants, a touch of 
lemon juice will clean the hands. 

There are many other kinds of petu¬ 
nias besides the types I have men 
tloned, and some of the large-flowered 
and fancier varieties will be discussed 
in my next column.

(Messrs. Babcock and 
Wilcox, the founders of the 
nuclear design and con¬ 
struction firm that today 
bears their names, both died 
in the last century.

Rumor has it that Bab¬ 
cock and Wilcox aren’t talk¬ 
ing to each other. They used 
to work in the same office, 
with their drafting boards 
facing each other, singing 
and joking all day long. But 
after the Harrisburg flap the 
friendship chilled and the 
men had a bitter fight, at 
which time each pointed the 
finger of guilt at the other. 

"I told you we should have 
put in an automatic valve in 
case the primary cooling 
system failed," Babcock 
said. 

“I did have an automatic 


cooling system, but you ve¬ 
toed it because you said a 
manual valve was less ex¬ 
pensive,” Wilcox retorted. 

"When did I say that?” 

"When we were eating in 
the cafeteria. I remember it 
well because you said if we 
were going to bring it in for 
$100 million, there was no 
sense throwing money away 
on a redundant valve." 

Babcock bristled. "I never 
said any such thing. I told 
you to do anything you want¬ 
ed to as long as it made you 
happy.” 

Wilcox said angrily, 
"While we’re on the subject, 
how come you didn't know 
anything about the chance of 
a hydrogen bubble forming 
when the coolant was turned 
off?" 

"I knew about the hydro¬ 
gen bubble problem. I told 
you about it at your daugh 
ter’s wedding, and you said 
’Don't bother me with such 
details. I’m having a good 
time.'" 

Wilcox said. “You told me 
there was one chance in a 
million that a hydrogen bub¬ 
ble could form If the reactor 
overheated. You were al¬ 
ways lousy at figuring 
odds.’” 


Babcock retorted, “Next 
you’re going to tell me I was 
responsible for all the radio¬ 
active water being dumped 
into the auxiliary building." 

Wilcox said, "You were in 
charge of radioactive water. 

I was in charge of pumps." 

"Your pumps didn't work, 
Wilcox. That’s why my ra¬ 
dioactive water spilled all 
over the place." 

“My pumps worked per¬ 
fectly. It was the gauges you 
designed which made it im¬ 
possible for the Three Mile 
engineers to guess that the 
reactor wasn't getting any 
water.” 

Babcock said, "You never 
complained about my 
gauges before. You told the 
Three Mile Island people I 
was the best gauge designer 
in the business.” 

"When you weren't drink¬ 
ing." Wilcox replied. 

"Oh, so now we’re getting 
personal. Where were you 
the day we put in the fuel 
rods? At the Holiday Inn 
with your secretary, watch¬ 
ing the Stanley Cup play¬ 
offs." 

“That’s a lie, Babcock, 
and you know it. I was at the 


Holiday Inn working on the 
vent valves which, inciden¬ 
tally, worked where we 
needed them." 

Babcock fumed, "1 never 
told you this before, but I 
hated every moment I 
worked with you. You’re a 
slob. Wilcox. You leave 
blueprints all over (he place, 
you can’t even draw a con¬ 
tainment structure without 
blotting half the paper, and 
not once in all the years I've 
known you have you ever 
hung up your raincoat." 

Wilcox shouted, "I'm a 
slob? Who kept dropping 
uranium pellets on the floor, 
which I was always slipping 
on? You make me sick." 

“Okay, I think it’s time we 
take separate offices. It’s 
obvious we can never design 
another nuclear plant to¬ 
gether again.” 

"It suits me." Wilcox said. 
“I won’t be here when you 
get back. You can have cus¬ 
tody of the Three Mile Island 
plant, but I get weekend vi¬ 
siting rights." 

"Here's the gold Geiger 
counter you gave me for 
Christmas, Wilcox. You 
know what you can do with 
it."

The editor of a new interdisciplin¬ 
ary quarterly called Biography, pub¬ 
lished by the University of Hawaii, has 
sent me a sample copy of his journal, 
with an appended note saying: 

“We have been looking for a good 
clear article on why there is such an 
interest now in people-magazines. Can 
you recommend a writer?" 

I’m not sure that a professional 
writer, or even a historian, is the best 
person to analyze the zooming popu¬ 
larity of magazines like People and Us 
and their host of imitators in the Sun¬ 
day supplements. Perhaps an abnor¬ 
mal psychologist, if not a psychiatrist, 
might be the most qualified commen¬ 
tator. 

This is not to look down my nose 
at gossip or juicy tidbits about the 
movers and shakers in the contempo¬ 
rary world, whose antics I relish as 
much as anyone. It is, rather, to won¬ 
der about the kinds of people who now 
seem to be the sole occupants in our 
national pantheon. For by far the 


great majority are TV entertainment 
personalities or sports figures, with a 
smattering of controversial politi¬ 
cians. 

It was not so as we rounded the turn 
of this century, when both entertain¬ 
ment and athletics were subordinate 
to other public concerns and Interests. 
At that time, we focused on inventors 
and explorers, preachers and teach¬ 
ers, industrial tycoons and scientific 
pioneers. 

Nor is it that we are more in¬ 
terested In people now — as opposed to 
institutions — but that the people we 
gape at are hardly worth the effort. 
They come and go every season, or 
every election, with no more meaning¬ 
ful or permanent influence upon the 
course of things than a butterfly’s 
belch. 

It is certainly no sin to be interest¬ 
ed in what prominent people are really 
like — hundreds of books have been 
written about Napolean for this very 


reason. And we devoutly wish (hat 
Matthew. Mark and Luke had paid 
more attention to the personal facts 
about Jesus, and had not concentrated 
so heavily on the eschatology. 

But the trivial, transient, shallow 
and often fabricated figures the peo¬ 
ple-magazines feature,do not even de¬ 
serve our scrutiny, much less our ad 
oratjon. For what we give to them we 
take away from others who more 
richly deserve it; there’s Gresham's 
law in fame as well as in money — the 
counterfeit celebrities drive out the 
real ones. 

Of course, in a sense, the culture 
itself decides who the “real ones" are. 
Any society gets precisely the heroes it 
wants and deserves, and if we are so 
intellectually and spiritually impo¬ 
verished that the studio and the super- 
bowl are our temples of worship. We 
have no right to complain when our 
statesmen are indistinguishable from 
our showmen, and our heroes from our 
heels.

Prince Andrew is to join the 
Royal Navy as a trainee helicop¬ 
ter pilot, Buckingham Palace an¬ 
nounced Thursday. The 19-year- 
old prince will be posted in Sep¬ 
tember as a midshipman to the 
officers' training college at Dart¬ 
mouth in southwestern England. 
He was told Friday (hat he has 
been accepted for a 12-year com¬ 
mission. “Prince Andrew is ex¬ 
tremely pleased and the queen 
will be delighted,’’ a palace 
spokesman said. Prince Andrew, 
already a glider pilot, had to pass 
medical and aptitude tests and 
appeared before an admiralty in¬ 
terview board like all other appli¬ 
cants. He will become a qualified 
helicopter pilot after two years. In 
choosing the navy, Prince Andrew 
follows family tradition. Both his 


father Prince Philip and brother 
Prince Charles have served as 
naval officers. 

Rosalynn Carter, wife of the 
U.S. president, discussed human 
rights, refugee problems and the 
Middle East with Pope John Paul 
in a 30-minute audience in his 
private library, in Vatican City. 
Mrs. Carter, a Baptist, called her 
first meeting ever with the leader 
of the Roman Catholic Church “an 
uplifting religious experience.” 

A Tokyo high school teacher has 
been fired for playing the coun¬ 
try’s solemn national anthem in 
jazz style at a commencement 
ceremony. Newspaper reports 
said 29-year-old Shinichiro Koya 
performed the upbeat rendition of 


Kimigayo (The Emperor’s Reign) 
in protest over a new curriculum 
guideline requiring the anthem to 
be played at public high, school 
entrance and commencement 
ceremonies. 

At 83, Royal Little, one of the 
forefathers of a conglomerate, 
has a formula for staying young: 
“Don’t let your brain go down the 
drain.” Little, the founder of the 
multi-billion corporate empire 
Textron, developed in 1953 the 
concept of business diversifica¬ 
tion as a means of protecting in¬ 
vestments. He’s still active as a 
director and trustee of various 
organizations, but he has his own 
phased retirement worked out in 
advance. Little told a philan¬ 
thropic group in Providence, R.I., 


he plans to reduce his director¬ 
ships and trustee positions to 15 
when he's 85, to 10 when he's 
90 and to five when he's 95. At 
age 100, he plans to “drop out 
of everything." 

Edward Teller, chief architect 
of the hydrogen bomb, was re¬ 
ported “feeling pretty good”

Taylor outlined the prose¬ 
cution's case for the jury on 
the third day of the trial 
being held at London's Old 
Bailey court. 

Thorpe, 50, who lost his

The cuts re¬ 
duced government-financed 
job counselling for women, 
job training allowances for 
married women and unem¬ 
ployment insurance benefits 
for the part-time labor 
force, which is 70 per cent 
women. 


Both Conservative leader

MONTREAL (UPC) — 
The Montreal Star, for the 
first time since the 1958 Con¬ 
servative landslide, aban¬ 
doned its Liberal allegiance 
Thursday and endorsed Joe 
Clark's Conservatives for 
the May 22 federal election. 

The English language 
daily's position followed the 
Toronto Star’s equally sur¬ 
prising support for the New 
Democratic Party. 

“Bluntly speaking, the 
Liberal government, after 
16 hard years in office, has 
been worn down to almost 
nothing,” The Starsaid in an 
editorial titled, "Time for a 
Change.” 

It said Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau “can no 
longer persuade most Cana¬ 
dians to do what must be 
done to preserve the country 
... history may well see him 
as a great prime minister. 
But he too has paid the price 
of being too long in office.” 

Clark, The Star said, 
“frankly lacks the qualities

Conservatives would sus¬ 
pend government contracts 
with firms discriminating 
against women. The NDP 
would give preference in 
handing out contracts to 
firms complying with 
women hiring-and-promo- 


tion quotas. Liberals would 
study the possibility of en¬ 
forcing contract compliance 
with equal pay and equal 
opportunities rules. 

Each party has other 
promises unique to itself. 
Conservatives would bar 
discrimination against 
women by banks in lending 
money. The NDP would set 
up a permanent fund for 
rape crisis centres and other 
emergency-type hostels. 
The Liberals would launch 
an array of studies on such 
things as sexual harassment 
in the work force, and fam¬ 
ily violence. 

All parties have declared 
women have the right to 
work outside the home. The 
Liberals and Conservatives 
would study women in the 
economy. 

The women interviewed, 
whose organizations are all 
monitoring campaign de¬ 
velopments, all said they 
had no way of knowing 
which party was most apt to 
implement its promises. 

In the past, Liberals have 
kept some but broken some. 
Conservatives haven't been 
tested and the NDP Is un¬ 
likely to form the govern¬ 
ment.

Clark jokes 
as aircraft 
hits trouble 

TORONTO (CP) — Progressive Conservative Lead¬ 
er Joe Clark joked w ith reporters Thursday as his chartered 
election jet limped on one engine to an emergency landing 
here. 

Later he joined most of the other 70 passengers on 
the Air Canada DC-9 in signing a light-hearted letter of 
appreciation over the handling of the situation by the 
five-person crew. 

“A very, very, very sincere thank you,” said the 
letter addressed to Claude Taylor, president of Air Can¬ 
ada. 

The aircraft's starboard engine went out of commis¬ 
sion 19,000 feet over Oshawa, Ont. as it was climbing at 300 
knots, heading from Hamilton, Ont. to Prince Edward 
Island. 

It was the first serious incident on the Clark plane in 
31,708 miles of flying since the campaign started in 
March. That includes 69 flights and 89 hours and 42 
mlhutes j>t flying time. 

After a two-hour delay, another plane was provided 
and Clark proceeded on his May 22 election tour. 

This is what happened: There was a bang. In the 
aircraft there was a momentary silence and then the cabin 
crew—Margaret Redfem of Oakville, Ont. and Bruce 
LaPointe of Toronto—continued serving refreshments. 

Some passengers rushed to their seats. Television ca- 
mermen grabbed their cameras and starting filming 
just about everything in sight. 

Clark was cool. Smiling, he rushed down to the rear¬ 
most seats next to the engine and accused a Toronto Sun 
columnist of causing the trouble.

taking eight of the available 
10 seats. 

The addition of the North 
Island riding increased the 
available seats by one over 
last time. At dissolution the 
■ NDP held five seats, Social 
Credit three and the Conser¬ 
vatives, one. 

The new riding was taken 
by Colin Gabelmann, the 
former mainland NDP MLA 
who was defeated in the 1975 
Socred sweep. 

As was the case last time, 
everything north of Greater 
Victoria went to the NDP. 
Some seats had been con¬ 
sidered doubtful because of 
the loss of choice NDP terri¬ 
tory in redistribution. 

The biggest question mark 
of all had hung over Karen 
Sanford, but she defeated 
Socred Delbert Doll in 
Comox. Some observers had 
felt too many of her best 
polls hqd been carved out 
of the riding to enable her to 
hang on. 

Barbara Wallace, elected 
for the first time in 1975, 
also overcame the distribu¬ 
tion handicap by defeating 


Social Credit hung on to the reins of government 
Thursday night—with its margin reduced. 

On the way to his narrow victory, Premier Ben¬ 
nett lost three cabinet members—Elwood Veitch, 
minister of tourism and small business, Cyril Shel- 
ford, minister of agriculture and Sam Bawlf, minister 
of deregulation. 

At dissolution Social Credit held 34 seats in the 
House, the NDP 18, the Progressive Conservatives 
one and two seats were vacant. One of the vacant 
seats had been held by former Liberal leader Gordon 
Gibson. His successor, Jev Totill, lost his bid to 
replace Gibson and Tory leader Vic Stephens went 
down to defeat in Oak Bay. 

The defeat of the old-line party leaders and their 
candidates leaves the B.C. House a two-party affair 
for the first time in many years. 

While Premier Bennett and his Social Credit 
Party won the right to continue in government, the big 
victory of the evening went to the NDP which not only 
increased its MLA strength from 18 to 26 but also 
made major gains in the popular vote. 

There were a few surprises, most of them pleas¬ 
ant for the NDP. 

In Atlin the popular and long-time member of the 
Legislature Frank Calder, who switched from the 
NDP to Social Credit in 1975, went down to defeat 
ending a political career of more than 28 years as an 
MLA. 

Joining him in the ranks of the defeated was Shei- 
ford, another long-time member who lost in 1972 but 
regained a seat in the 1975 Social Credit sweep. 

In total the NDP gained seven seats from Social 
Credit while the governing party could muster only 
four new seats, one in Oak Bay, one in North Vancou¬ 
ver Capilano and the new seats in Central Fraser Val¬ 
ley and Prince George. 

The Prince George riding, 
known prior to redistribu¬ 
tion as Fort George, had 
been held by Social Credit. 
Under the new boundaries it 
became Prince George 
North and Prince George 
South. In Thursday's voting 
Social Credit took them 
both. 

The NDP picked up other 
seats as predicted by most 
political observers. 

In Shuswap-Revelstoke, 
NDP strongman Bill King 
defeated Lcn Bawtry who 
had held the old Shuswap 
seat for the Socreds. 

But while the NDP had a 
great deal to rejoice about, 
it wasn’t enough when all the 
numbers were counted. 

But the Socreds were not 
without their own riding tri¬ 
umphs as well as the over-ail 
majority.

Polling snafus horrendous—official 


By PAUL BENNETT 

Colonist reporter 

The provincial enumeration set into mo¬ 
tion last November led to major prob¬ 
lems Thursday at the polling booths. 

Saanich-and-the-lslands returning offi¬ 
cer James Robertson said the problems 
were “just horrendous" and he would be 
recommending "to whichever party wins 
the election a total revamp of the Provin¬ 


cial Elections Act to bring it into the 20th 
Century. 

“It’s not the fault of the registrar of 
voters, who has done a good job consider¬ 
ing the limited funds available. The whole 
act must be redrawn and sufficient funds 
made available to the registrar to carry 
out his task.” 

Robertson said whole areas had been 
omitted by the enumerators who began 
revising the provincial voter's list last 


November. He said two were near Straw¬ 
berry Vale and Royal Oak. 

In Victoria, an assistant to returning 
officer Michael Hutchinson estimated at 
least one voter out of 10 had to cast a 
Section 80 ballot because his or her name 
had been left off the list. 

The problems were not confined to the 
Greater Victoria area. 

In Alberni, the number of people left off 
the voters’ list ran so high that returning

Bennett said he hoped the 
new Legislature would meet 
“not in a spirit of confron¬ 
tation but with the strong 
desire to debate and de¬ 
cide issues for the better¬ 
ment of all of our people." 

NDP leader David Bar¬ 
rett pointed out to his cam¬ 
paign workers that their 
party bad made great gains 
"in areas where we had 
never made gains before."

“We pushed 
that up to 39 per cent and 
eventually forced the other 
political parties to unite to 
keep us out of office,” he 
told his cheering supporters. 
“It is a wonderful gain.” 

The defeat of Liberal lead¬ 
er Jev Tothill in North Van- 
couver-Seymour and Tory 
leader Vic Stephens in Oak 
Bay-Gordon Head gives the 
B.C. house a genuine two- 
party system for the first 
time in many years.

"All I can say is that in a democracy 
the people speak, and 1 abide by that- 
decision," Stephens said in conceding 
to Brian Smith, Social Credit.

"There can now be no question that 
this is a two party province. I thought 
polarization was breaking down and 
said so and now obviously what I 
was saying was not accepted."

"Obviously I have to sit down and 
think about a few things," he said. 
"I’ve been fired for the first time in 
my life . . . but I’ll be back somewhere 
down the road so don’t go away."

Trudeau told a large audi¬ 
ence at Toronto’s Maple 
Leaf Gardens that he will 
bring the 10 premiers to¬ 
gether once more, but if 
there was no agreement to 
patriate the century-old 
British North America Act 
from England then Ottawa 
would act alone. 

Clark said a federal Con¬ 
servative government would 
hold frequent federal-pro¬ 
vincial conferences on the 
constitution and other mat¬ 
ters early in his first term. 

"1 would not start my ca¬ 
reer as prime minister ut¬ 
tering threats to the pre¬ 
miers of Canada.” he said. 

The Tory chief also said he 
had no plans to reintroduce 
the federal government’s 
referendum legislation ex¬ 
cept to respond to a Quebec 
vote that did not settle the 
sovereignty-association 
question. 

"There should be a power 
nationally to respond to a 
referendum that may be 
taken in one province." he 
said. 

“But I would want that 
referendum to be specifi¬ 
cally authorized by the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada rather 
than giving to any federal 
government the immense 
power that was sooght in 
legislation that Mr. Trudeau 
brought before the House." 

Meanwhile in Toronto, 
NDP leader Ed Broadbent 
attacked Trudeau on Thurs¬ 
day for making repatriation 
of the constitution the prime 
issue of the Liberal Party 
campaign when "surely the 
first priority has to be the 
repatriation of Canada’s 
economy". 

“I want to repatriate the 
constitution... and people all 
across Canada want, at long 
last, to have their own con¬ 
stitution," Broadbent told 
more than 2,000 cheering 
and clapping Toronto teach¬ 
ers at their annual meeting. 

"But surely the first prior¬ 
ity is the repatriation and 
control of our own econ¬ 
omy." he said as the audi¬ 
ence, packed into venerable 
Massey Hall, erupted in 
clapping and cheering. 

Broadbent lashed out at

T- Under Section 80 of the Provincial Elec¬ 
tions Act, if a person has a reason to 
believe he is on the list he can swear to that 


effect and be given a ballot which is 
sealed and opened only if the name checks 
out on a master list. Otherwise the vote is 
left sealed and declared void. 

"Actually,” said one clerk, “it's just a 
convenient way of avoiding arguments 
from disenfranchised people.” 

Patients on the fourth floor at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital lost their franchise, said 
Vic Williams, a third-floor patient at the 
hospital. 

Williams said two young people, a man 
and woman, were at the Jubilee going 
from ward to ward collecting ballots from 
patients. 

However. Williams continued, they 
didn't get to the Ward 3 until 7:55 p.m. and 
only finished that ward because they 
stayed after the 8 p.m. deadline. 

He said more than 100 patients on the 
fourth floor weren't able to cast ballots. 

North Island returning officer Wilf Ship¬ 
way said there was a very heavy ab¬ 
sentee ballot in some small polling areas, 
with the result that extra ballots had to be 
flown in. 

In Comox, returning officer William 
Mitchell reported an extremely heavy ad¬ 
vance poll.

Bigger margin 
was hoped for 
by mine group

The Mining Association of 
B.C., was happy with the 
resuit of Thursday’s re-elec¬ 
tion of the Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment but would have 
been happier had the margin 
of victory been stronger. 

Robert Matthew, manag¬ 
ing director of the associa¬ 
tion, said Thursday night In 
Vancouver that ‘"we were 
really looking for a stronger 
free-enterprise vote. 

“This would have been an 
indication to investors that 
B.C. is a good place to put 
their funds. Mind you, 
there's a lot of investment 
money that will come out of 
the woodwork now any¬ 
way.” 

The association chief said 
that there were several 
major projects that likely 
will be announced soon, both 
as a result of the election 
and the continuing strong 
metal prices. 

The group that Matthew 
represents are companies 
that actually do the produc- 
tionin the province. The 
other group, often confused 
with it, the B.C. and Yukon 
Chamber of Mines, is con¬ 
cerned with exploration and 
claim staking. 

The chamber's manager, 
Rick Higgs of Vancouver, 
said Thursday night, said 
that the policies of the gov¬ 
ernment will continue to en¬ 
courage the growth of the 
mining industry in B.C. 

“We believe it’s important 
to continue the current mo¬ 
mentum in mining. This re¬ 
sult is most positive on the 
basis of policies that we 
have seen," he added. 


Higgs said that explora¬ 
tion activity has made a big 
surge since 1975 and the mo¬ 
mentum caused this to roll 
ahead this spring despite an 
impending election. 

“Now there will be a great 
many more jobs created, 
both in construction and in 
mining. I’m , most en¬ 
couraged." 

Oil and gas executives 
were also cheered by the 
result. 

“We hope now that we can 
get on with the job out there 
in B.C.,” said Calvin Evans, 
of Calgary. Evans, as chair¬ 
man of the B.C. division of 
the Canadian Petroleum As¬ 
sociation, added that “we 
look forward to working 
with the government as we 
have in the past three years 
or so." 

The chairman, inter¬ 


viewed from his home in Al¬ 
berta, went.on to say that 
the industry in which he's 
involved has "several prob¬ 
lems” ahead of it in the B.C. 
Peace River oil and gas 
fields. 

He said fllat the explora¬ 
tion companies are finding 
that their costs are rising at 
a far more rapid rate than 
returns. 

“But we can't always be 
asking for things of govern¬ 
ment. We’ve got to come out 
there with some new ideas,” 
he added. 

Evans said that at the out¬ 
set of the election, that it 
would be fought over the 
principle of ownership by In¬ 
dividuals against ownership 
by government and that he 
was relieved that the former 
came through. 


Bawlf effective, 
says chamber 

Greater Victoria Chamber of Commerce spokesman, 
vice-president Don Challinor, said Thursday night that 
because his association is a non-partisan, non-political 
group, it will continue to support whoever is elected 
to the Legislature, so long as they support the chamber's 
main goal — to promote a better community. 

Challinor went on to say that when MLAs, whatever 
their party, fail to support that goal, then "we'll stand 
up and holler.” 

"But I think that I can speak for all of our mem 
bers when I say that we regret the loss of Sam Bawlf 
as a Victoria member. He's been a great asset to our 
area, in all that he’s done.. 

“But I know, too, that the new MLAs will also do a 
good job,” he concluded. 


Curtis captures 
Saanich see-saw

Provincial Secretary in the last Social 
Credit government, Hugh Curtis was re¬ 
turned to office Thursday in Saanich-and- 
the-Islands in a see-saw race in which 
NDP candidate John Mika eventually lost 
by about 2,000 votes. 

When the 49 polls had reported, Curtis 
had 15,695, Mika 13,645, and Conserva¬ 
tive candidate John Green a disappointing 
2,385. 

Early returns showed Mika in the lead, 
but Curtis pulled ahead before half the 
polls were counted. 

About 75 per cent of 42,242 eligible voters 
went to the polls. 

The southern part of the riding generally 
went to Mika, the north to Curtis. 

It appeared to be part of a Greater 
Victoria geographical trend northward. 

Victoria and Esquimau went NDP; the 
Royal Oak area in Saanich was divided 
about 50-50 between NDP and Social Cred- 
* it, and in the northern part of of the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula, Curtis was a dear winner 

Curtis said in an interview at his jubilant 
campaign headquarters that during the 
election there was incorrect criticism from 


the NDP that he wasn't available to 
his constituents. Curtis said that the people 
who were helped by him knew that wasn't 
the case. 

Curtis’ headquarters was packed with 
faithful party supporters many of whom 
expressed disbelief that Sam Bawif had 
gone down to defeat in Victoria. 

And when NDP leader David Barrett 
appeared on color television sets in the 
office, the boos from Curtis supporters 
drowned out his comments. 

The mood at Mika’s campaign headquar¬ 
ters was low. Some workers said they 
couldn’t believe a CBC-television com¬ 
puter prediction that Mika as well as the 
NDP as a whole would lose. 

"They must be wrong," one campaign 
worker said. 

Mika said in an interview that some of 
Curtis’ announcements, such as the pur¬ 
chase of about 100 acres of Sidney Island 
and his statement that he would request 
the dismissal of some Human Rights Com¬ 
mission members gave him needed pub¬ 
licity. 

Mika said he would carry on and try 
another time, and he felt that the NDP had 
gathered some valuable momentum. 


Computers amiss 
in close vote race 


Thursday night's election results clearly 
demonstrated that computers can’t cope in 
a close race. 

As initial returns shortly after the polls 
closed gave an early lead to the New 
Democratic Party, computers and politi¬ 
cal experts were unanimously predict¬ 
ing the Social Credit party of Premier 
Bennett would be turned out with as few as 
20 of the 57 seats in the new Legislature. 

As the evening wore on, the computer 
predictions were not borne out by actual 
results from returning officers, turning the 
situation around. 

An hour-and-a-half after the polls closed 
at 8 p.m. PDT, Social Credit candidates 
were elected and leading in 32 seats, while 
the New Democratic Party, led by former 
premier David Barrett were elected and 
leading in 25 seats in the 57-seat Legisla¬ 
ture. 

The Progressive Conservatives and the 
Liberals were wiped out. 

The early predictions, were based on 
computer projections o! the vote after 
62 polls of 5,336 across the province had 
been counted. That 1.2 per cent sampling 
gave the NDP 49.2 per cent of the vote, 
compared with Social Credit’s 45.8 per 
cent. 


At 10 p.m., the percentage had turned 
around with the Socreds holding 48 per cent 
and the NDP 46, with the wiped-out Con¬ 
servatives and Liberals, along with in¬ 
dependents, taking the balance. 

In 1975, the Socreds won about 48 per cent 
of the vote to the NDP’s 40 per cent and 
this was reflected in the standings in the 
house. 

Standings in what was a 55-seat Legisla¬ 
ture when Bennett called the election 
on April 3 was: Social Credit 34, NDP 18, 
Progressive Conservative one and two 
vacancies. 

But redistribution, which NDP leader 
Barrett has called “blatant gerrymander¬ 
ing" was brought in by the Socred-domin- 
ated Legislature in 1977, and this made 
projections from percentages more diffi¬ 
cult. 

Also, predictions were made in some 
ridings on the basis of one or two polls 
which voted against the overall trend. 

For example. In Saanich-and-the-Is- 
lands, NDP candidate John Mika was de¬ 
clared elected after first returns indicated 
he would gain a commanding lead. 

Shortly afterward, a second batch of 
results swung the result around entirely, 
giving a victory to incumbent Hugh Curtis 
of the Socreds.

Skelly is easy winner 


Alberni MLA Bob Skelly 
headed for an easy victory 
Thursday night as he took a 
commanding lead over So¬ 
cial Credit challnger Joe 
Van Bergen. 

"It looks like we're in good 
shape," the incumbent said 


as the early polls showed 
him with 57 per cent of the 
vote, exceeding even the 54 
per cent which he got in the 
NDP sweep of 1972. 

The riding was not signifi¬ 
cantly affected by redistri¬ 
bution, which took away sev¬ 


eral isolated polling stations 
on the west coast. Those 
areas traditionally voted 
strongly NDP, but their total 
vote was small compared to 
that in Port Alberni itself, 
which accounts for two- 
thirds of the vote in the new 
ri,ding. 


Sanford wins battle 
with Courtenay help 


Karen Sanford held her 
seat Thursday night against 
Social Credit challenger 
Delbert Doll in the Comox 
riding. 

Mrs. Sanford, first elected 
in 1972, had the advantage of 
incumbency but redistribu¬ 
tion made her seat doubtful: 
The strongly-NDP portion of 
the old Comox riding was 
replaced by the Parksville- 
Qualicum area 14 and a poll- 
by- poll compflanfHTsat the 
Jt vote in the new rifclng 
showed that It went narmw- 
ly to Social Credit in 197^> 

Doll, like Mrs. Sanford a 
teacher, was expected to 
give the incumbent a strong 
challenge A long-time party 
worker, Doll was also ex¬ 
pected to benefit from the 
collapse of the third-party 
vote. In 1975, Vic Stephens, 
now Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leader, took 15 per cent 
of the vote but the 1979 PC 
candidate, Rick Kellow, was 
unable to hold onto it, pick¬ 
ing up about 10 per cent of 


the vote in the early re¬ 
turns. 

Mrs. Sanford led in the 
Parksville area, and showed 
some gains in her home poll 
of Black Creek, which 
nevertheless went Social 
Credit as it has in the past. 
She also showed some gains 
in Comox, another solid So¬ 
cial Credit poll, where her 
vote total went from 533 in 
1975 to 938 this time. Doll 
took 1,367 votes in Comox, 
up 313 from 1975. 

Coming in late in the eve¬ 
ning was the Courtenay poll, 
which went Social Credit by 
200 votes in 1975 but this 
time went NDP by the same 
200-vote margin. 

Meanwhile, Colin Gabel- 
mann, former North Van- 
couver-Seymour MLA, ap¬ 
peared to be headed back to 
Victoria on the strength of a 
convincing win in the new 
North Island constituency 
Thursday night. 

Gabelmann was taking 
about 50 per cent of the vote 


as the returns came in, com¬ 
pared with about 40 per cent 
for Social Credit challenger 
Gerry Fumey. 

Even though there was no 
incumbent in the riding, 
created from the northern 
portions of the former Al¬ 
berni and Comox ridings, 
the race was seen as an easy 
NDP seat because of its vot¬ 
ing history. In 1975, the NDP 
took nearly 45 per cent of the 
vote, compared with 38 per 
cent for Social Credit. 

Furney, a Port McNeill 
dynamite and petroleum dis¬ 
tributor was nevertheless 
expected to give Gabelmann 
a strong challenge. For one 
thing, Vic Stephens, who 
took 11 per cent of the vote in 
1975, was not running In the 
riding, and the new PC 
nominee, Peter Johnson, 
was not expected to do as 
well. He appeared to be poll¬ 
ing about seven per cent of 
the vote, with independent 
Morley Dodman getting less 
than two per cent. 


Van Bergen, a Wood¬ 
ward’s department man¬ 
ager, went into the cam¬ 
paign with a long record of 
community service behind 
him, but no political experi¬ 
ence. He also had a first¬ 
time campaign and adver¬ 
tising managers. The elec¬ 
tion was expected to be 
close, however, particularly 
since neither the Progres¬ 
sive-Conservatives or Liber¬ 
als ran candidates in the 
riding. In 1975, they took 11.4 
per cent of the vote. 

Skelly said he fought the 
campaign on provincial 
issues and stayed away 
from personalities. 

"Port Alberni residents 
are unhappy with the little 
attention they get fron the 
provincial government, con¬ 
sidering that taxes that the 
government reaps from the 
areas large forest industry, 
and distrust "government 
by gimmick,” Skelly said. 

“They came out to chas¬ 
tise the Social Credit gov-, 
eminent for the extra taxes 
it put on them in 1976, and 
for the uncertainty which it 
had created about hospital 
budgets, school budgets and 
municipal budgets. 

“I don’t think they bough 
the Social Credit line about 
staying with good govern¬ 
ment. They don’t think they 
have it.” 

Van Bergen attributed his 
defeat to the solid labor vote 
in the riding. His own politi¬ 
cal future is up in the air he 
said, but he said he would 
begin immediately following 
the election to build up the 
Social Credit party in the 
riding. 


Stupich is adding 
to laurels of past 


NANAIMO — Veteran 
MLA Dave Stupich celebrat¬ 
ed his biggest win yet here 
Thursday night. 

The 57-year-old New 
Democrat topped his 1975 
and 1972 vote percentages of 
49.4 and 52.6. 

Stupich has been a mem¬ 
ber of the Legislature since 
1963, with a break in the 
1969-1972 period, when So¬ 
cial Credit's Frank Ney, 
Nanaimo's perennial 
mayor, held the seat. 

It was,a two-way race in 
the newly-redistributed 
Nanaimo riding, with Stu¬ 
pich and Social Credit 
party’s Tom Humble the 
only two candidates. 

Political observers gen¬ 
erally agreed that the Nan¬ 
aimo riding was almost cer¬ 
tain to go NDP because 
redistribution had added the 
NDP stronghold of Lady¬ 
smith to the already-strong 
NDP riding. 

Socreds had admitted they 
were fighting an uphill bat¬ 
tle in the riding, but a steady 
stream of Social Credit cabi¬ 
net ministers, including 
Premier Bennett, visited 
Nanaimo in hopes of helping 
out candidate Humble. 

Humble, 62, a newcomer 
to politics, was running in 
his first provincial election, 
and only his second contest. 

He ran unsuccessfully for 
a Nanaimo Region Board 
seat in Cedar several years 
ago. 

Stupich, an accountant, 
served as agriculture and 
finance minister during the 
NDP administration’s 1972- 
75 term of office. 

Stupich became involved 
in politics as a candidate in 
1949, when he was chosen by 
the Nanaimo NDP as a com¬ 
promise candidate. 

The local party had be¬ 
come badly split among four 
candidates and found in Stu¬ 
pich a man that all factions 
could agree upon. 

He was fresh out of the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia that year, and even re¬ 
called that he went straight 
from his graduation cere¬ 
monies to a political rally on 
Salt Spring island. 

He lost in 1949, 1952 and 
1953. In the meantime, he 
was using his agricultural 
training on a poultry farm in 
the Cedar area. 

However, he recalled rue¬ 


fully, the chickens just kept 
dying, in spite of the best 
efforts and expert advice. 

He turned to accounting 
and did not contest the 1956 
and 1960 elections. 

He ran again in 1963 and 
celebrated his first victory. 

That triumph was repeat¬ 
ed in 1966, and then in 1969 he 
lost to Ney. 

This year's Nanaimo 
riding race had been charac¬ 
terized as a classic NDP-So- 
cial Credit battle, but Stu- 
pich’s reputation as a man 
of integrity appealed to 
voters of all persuasions. 

A heavy turnout had been 
expected in the riding be¬ 
cause of the large advance 
poll tally of 903. 

The riding's 40,001 eligible 
voters were able to cast bal¬ 


lots at one of the area’s 18 
polling divisions from Sal- 
tair to Lantzville. 

Overseeing the polling 
was Nanaimo returning offi¬ 
cer Barbara O'Shaugh- 
nessy. 

Stupich had said that he 
considered provincial issues 
of the biggest concern In the 
campaign. 

He singled out unemploy¬ 
ment, inflation and foreign 
control of resources as the 
biggest issues both provin- 
cially and federally. 

He stressed the theme of 
honesty in government, 
pointing to instances when 
he said that Socreds had not 
been honest with the public. 

These included the mail¬ 
ing of the B.C. Government 
News just before the elec¬ 


tion was called, and the 
April 2 “sunshine budget,” 
which Stupich called “$245 
worth of campaign prom¬ 
ises.” 

Humble had concentrated 
on the theme of a downturn 
in the provincial economy if 
the NDP was allowed to re¬ 
turn to power. 

He called the NDP’s brand 
of socialism “a nice idea 
that just doesn't work.” 

During all-candidate 
meetings during the cam¬ 
paign, Humble had drawn 
more hecklers while Stupich 
had received the largest 
portion of audience sup¬ 
port. 

The NDP campaign had 
included a thorough canvas¬ 
sing effort, aided by the 
party's well-organized local 
NDP association. 


Wallace romps 
back into house 


Barbara Wallace of Cedar, who 
easily defeated her two rivals in Cowi- 
chan Malahat in Thursday's provin¬ 
cial election, has called for an audit of 
government books “to see exactly 
where we stand in the light of re¬ 
cent Social Credit giveaways.” 

Wallace took a commanding lead in 
early returns and with half of the 21 
polls reporting she had 5,460 votes 
compared with 4,169 for Socred Rex 
Hollett and 548 for Conservative Ken¬ 
neth Paskin. 

The 61-year-old farm woman said 
she worked hard to obtain a clear 
majority, “and it appears I did just 
that.” 

A first priority of a New Democratic 
Party government should be an Inde¬ 
pendent audit of the books to eliminate 
any arguments in future as to what 
previous governments had done with 
taxpayers money, she said. 

“We also have to get the economy 
rolling, that's of major importance." 

Wallace, agriculture critic in the 
last government, said one of her first 
priorities would be to “get to grips” 
with the Cowichan Estuary Task 
Force report. 

“It’s been lying around for a year,” 


she said, "and been subject to political 
pressure. This is why it has not seen 
the light of day.” 

She would also order an immediate 
halt to use 2,4-D on Lake Cowichan and 
Shawnigan Lake. 

Wallace, a staunch defender of the 
Agricultural Land Reserve created by 
the NDP when it was in power, said 
she wanted to see the legislation 
“firmed up” to protect valuable farm¬ 
land. 

While agriculture is her main inter¬ 
est, Wallace said she would have to 
think seriously about accepting a cabi¬ 
net post. 

“If offered the agriculture minis¬ 
ter’s job, I’d have to consider the offer 
very seriously, but I’m not really that 
interested in a cabinet post,” she 
said. 

Meanwhile, veteran Duncan Mayor 
Paskin said he was disappointed at his 
poor showing and surprised at party * 
leader Vic Stephens’ defeat. 

“I had sensed a mood of dissatisfac¬ 
tion abroad during the campaign,” he 
said, adding that he had hoped he 
could gamer 2,500 votes to give him a 
soild base on which to build for the 
next election.

If we could harness all the. 
energy expended in the rest¬ 
less-leg syndrome, we mijht 
make a sizeable contribu¬ 
tion to the world's fuel prob¬ 
lem. 

You describe it quite well. 
The condition is difficult for 
the patient and puzzling for 
the physician who hears 
about it for the first time. At 
least it was to me. 

People frequently wake up 
at night with a funny feeling 
in their legs. They may feel 
cold, warm, heavy and fid¬ 
gety. The cause is not 
known, but there are reports 
that indicate it may run in 
families. 

One thing is clear. It is not 
a circulation problem, nor is 
it caused by faulty nerves. 
Tests for both these factors 
are usually normal. It can be 
related to various medical 
conditions, including ane¬ 


mias and diabetes, also to 
stomach surgery. 

Unfortunately, with medi¬ 
cine as with anything else, 
the less we know about a 
problem the less we can do 
about it. Restless legs falls 
into this unhappy category. I 
said the problem is not cir¬ 
culatory. Yet I have seen 
patients helped by blood 
vessel expanders and re- 
laxers (nerve pills). You 
will run Into a lot of other 
possible cures — elastic 
hose, propping the feet at 
night, massage and the like. 
Any one of them might help 
and be worth a try. I have to 
say, though, that the 
chances are you will end up 
with the same jumping and 
jiving of your legs. 

If enemia or diabetes are 
involved, treating those con¬ 
ditions will help. Some peo¬ 
ple may get other leg symp¬ 
toms (like cramps) from 
taking strong diuretics.

LOS ANGELES (AP) —

teeth. They loose them to 
football, skateboards, bicy¬ 
cles, fist fights and an as- 
sortment of tumbles and 
spills — but the loss need not 
always be permanent. 

Most parents don't realize 
that an uprooted but unbro¬ 
ken tooth can be cleaned up 
and put back in its socket 
where, with a dentist's help, 
it will often take hold and 
enjoy "an extended second 
life," says a New Jersey 
dentist. 

And saving that original 
equipment is better and 
cheaper than replacing it 
with a false tooth, said Dr. 
Noah Chivian of Newark

COURTENAY — It finally 
happened and approval has 
been received to proceed 
with construction of a new 
RCMP detachment head¬ 
quarters here. 

Treasury Board in Ottawa 
has approved the funds for 
the new building after a long 
wait by officials. 

The new quarters will 
house both the local detach¬ 
ment and the subdivision 
headquarters as well as new 
cells. 

The design of the 12,000- 
square-foot building is now 
in the hands of Public Works 
Canada, but construction is 
not expected to begin before 
1980 and occupancy will 
likely be in 1981. The cost is 
estimated at more than $1.5 
million. 

The Courtenay detach¬ 
ment cells are In a 27-year- 
old building and have been a 
controversial item after 
three people attempted sui¬ 
cide in the cells with two 
being successful. 

The present staff of 50 
men in the local detachment 
are working in space de¬ 
signed for six men. Every 
square inch of space has 
been utilized including the 
basement where offices for 
highway patrol are located, 
a staff room and an exhibit 
locker. 

The main office upstairs is 
more like a series of cubby¬ 
holes than offices. 

In addition to the displea¬ 
sure expressed by men of 
the detachment. Mayor Wil¬ 
liam Moore has said the con¬ 
ditions under which the men 
are working now is “disgra¬ 
ceful.”

Chilling world 

Earth spirit 
summoned 
by sculptor

If anything, 29-year-old Neil Dalrymple would ap¬ 
pear more at home as the second guitarist of a Welsh folk 
singing trio than the artist responsible for the 28 largely 
bizarre and monstrous sculptures now at Kyle’s Gal¬ 
lery. 

His sculptures offer a chilling world where dragons 
swallow each other. Pan or neanderthal-like characters 
copulate at some sort of subterranean orgy and gar- 
goylish characters split open to reveal emerging female 
forms. Balanced against these horrific visions are 
serene and exquisitely-detailed ceramic environments 
of trout swimming in riverbeds. 

The exhibition by the gallery's artist-in-residence is 
a study in contrasts. But it is the monsters that never 
quite let go of the viewer. Or Dalrymple, it would 
seem. 

It isn't hard to imagine him spending his days 
turning slabs of cool clay into monstrous forms, other¬ 
wise purging his psyche of all its terrors and then tucking 
in for a night full of sweet dreams. But his dreams are 
often the inspiration for his morning's work. 

Like his work, his dreams centre on what for others 
would be the grotesque, only occasionally touching the 
pastoral. And here, the woods, streams, trout and salmon 
are those of his childhood Wales and the Cowichan River 
he now religiously fishes. 

“I often dream of one certain stream in north Wales 
that 1 often fished as a boy but then sometimes I dream 
they’ve put a steel mill or caravan park along it," 
he said. 

He refers to a violence inherent in much of his work 
but then modifies his description to that of abundant 
energy. 

“I'm a gentle person but I'm also aware of the 
animal traits all humans have," he said. 

It is this quality that finds its way into his work and 
which makes it popular, he says. (Already his sculp¬ 
tures, selling now between $150 and $2,000, form 
part of the provincial art collection and Ottawa’s Art 
Bank.) 

"I think people recognize the emotion behind the 
image,” he said. 

Certainly in Victoria, Dalrymple’s work seems to 
exist free from any other artistic influence. Art histo¬ 
rians would likely have to jump back to medieval times 
and perhaps a bit ahead to Bosch to find a similar 
fascination with the macabre and the deification of 
animals. 

While Dalrymple’s dieties are readily recognizable, 
they are not specifically the traditional dragons and 
Pans but monsters of his own making. The suspicion is 
that Dalyrymple’s inner world is a rich one. filled with 
the mythology of his adopted Wales after a childhood 
spent in Liverpool. 

“They're not mythological. They’re mine. Some of 
them are my feeling for the earth spirit." 

Nor is his personal mythology long on narrative. 
Naming his sculptures for exhibitions taxes him more 
than might be expected. 

“I've no organized type of second world such as the 
Middle Earth would be in Lord of the Rings.” 

Dairympie recalls no single influence that might 
explain his life-long fascination with what now could be 
regarded as archetypal figures of monsters and fish. 
They just seemed to emerge from his six-year-old 
fingers when they first touched plasticine. 

"I’d always make big monsters and show them to my 
grandmother . . . She’s not surprised by what I do

held five seats. Social Credit 
three and the Conservatives, 
one. The addition of a new 
riding—North Island—gave 
the Island one more seat this 
time. 

Much of the drama was 
played out in Greater Vic¬ 
toria where Social Credit 
cabinet minister Sam Bawlf 
and Conservative Leader 
Victor Stephens suffered 
personal defeat. 

Mayor Brian Smith's con¬ 
vincing victory for Social 
Credit in Oak Bay-Gordon 
Head removed Stephens 
from the political scene and 
left the province represent¬ 
ed by only two parties. 

Stephens’ plea to the elec¬ 
torate to spare B.C. from 
such polarization obviously 
fell on deaf ears. He polled 
little more than half the 
votes amassed by Smith and 
even ran behind the NDP’s 
Muriel Overgaard. 

Overgaard's showing was 
surprising in a largely afflu¬ 
ent riding where the New 
Democrats have been tradi¬ 
tional also-rans. She took 26 
per cent of the popular 
vote. 


Social Credit hung on to the reins of government 
Thursday night—with its margin reduced. 

On the way to his narrow victory. Premier Ben¬ 
nett lost three cabinet members—Elwood Veitch, 
minister of tourism and small business, Cyril Shel- 
ford, minister of agriculture and Sam Bawlf, minister 
of deregulation. 

At dissolution Social Credit held 34 seats in the 
House, the NDP 18, the Progressive Conservatives 
one and two seats were vacant. One of the vacant 
seats had been held by former Liberal leader Gordon 
Gibson. His successor, Jev Totill, lost his bid to 
replace Gibson and Tory leader Vic Stephens went 
down to defeat in Oak Bay. 

The defeat of the old-line party leaders and their 
candidates leaves the B.C. House a two-party affair 
for the first time in many years. 

While Premier Bennett and his Social Credit 
Party won the right to continue in government, the big 
victory of the evening went to the NDP which not only 
increased its MLA strength from 18 to 26 but also 
made major gains in the popular vote. 

There were a few surprises, most of them pleas¬ 
ant for the NDP. 

In Atlin the popular and long-time member of the 
Legislature Frank Calder, who switched from the 
NDP to Social Credit in 1975, went down to defeat 
ending a political career of more than 28 years as an 
MLA. 

Joining him in the ranks of the defeated was Shel- 
ford, another long-time member who lost in 1972 but 
regained a seat in the 1975 Social Credit sweep. 

In total the NDP gained 10 seats from Social 
Credit while the governing party could muster only 
four new seats, one in Oak Bay, one in North Vancou¬ 
ver Capilano and the new seats in Central Fraser Val¬ 
ley and Prince George. 

The Prince George riding, 
known prior to redistribu¬ 
tion as Fort George, had 
been held by Social Credit. 
Under the new boundaries it 
became Prince George 
North and Prince George 
South. In Thursday's voting 
Social Credit took them 
both. 

The NDP picked up other 
seats as predicted by most 
political observers. 

In Shuswap-Revelstoke, 
NDP strongman Bill King 
defeated Len Bawtry who 
had held the old Shuswap 
seat for the Socreds 
But while the NDP had a 
great deal to rejoice about, 
it wasn't enough when all the 
numbers were counted. 

But the Socreds were not 
without their own riding tri¬ 
umphs as well as the over-all 
majority. 

They held Boundary-Si- 
milkamcen where Mines 
and Energy Minister James 
Hewitt was thought to be in 
trouble but held the seat. 

At the other end of the 
Okanagan, perennial winner 
Pat Jordan, a minister with¬ 
out portfolio in W.A.C. Ben¬ 
nett's cabinet, fought off a 
stiff challenge from her 
competitors to keep the 
Okanagan Social Credit 
country. 

In Kamloops, Environ¬ 
ment Minister Rafe Mair 
was returned to Victoria, a

Speculation that the popu¬ 
lar young Charles Barber 
would carry running mate 
Gordon Hanson to victory 
with him in the two-seat Vic¬ 
toria riding proved correct.

Polling snafus horrendous—official

The provincial enumeration set into mo¬ 
tion last November led to major prob¬ 
lems Thursday at the polling booths. 

Saanich-and-the-Islands reluming offi¬ 
cer James Robertson said the problems 
were "just horrendous" and he would be 
recommending “to whichever party wins 
the election a total revamp of the Provin¬ 


cial Elections Act to bring it into the 20th 
Century. 

“It’s not the fault of the registrar of 
voters, who has done a good job consider¬ 
ing the limited funds available. The whole 
act must be redrawn and sufficient funds 
made available to the registrar to carry 
out his task." 

Robertson said whole areas had been 
omitted by the enumerators who began 
revising the provincial voter’s list last 


November. He said two were near Straw¬ 
berry Vale and Royal Oak. 

In Victoria, an assistant to returning 
officer Michael Hutchinson estimated at 
least one voter out of 10 had to cast a 
Section 80 ballot because his or her name 
had been left off the list. 

The problems were not confined to the 
Greater Victoria area. 

In Albemi, the number of people left off 
the voters’ list ran so high that returning

Bennett said he hoped the 
new Legislature would meet 
"not in a spirit of confron¬ 
tation but with the strong 
desire to debate and de¬ 
cide issues for the better¬ 
ment of all of our people." 

NDP leader David Bar¬ 
rett pointed out to his cam¬ 
paign workers that their 
party had made great gains 
"in areas where we had 
never made gains before.” 

He noted that a few years 
ago the most popular votes 
the NDP could muster was 
33 per cent. “We pushed 
that up to 39 per cent and 
eventually forced the other 
political parties to unite to 
keep us out of office," he 
told his cheering supporters. 
"It is a wonderful gain.” 

The defeat of Liberal lead¬ 
er Jev Tothill in North Van- 
eouver-Seymour and Tory 
leader Vic Stephens in Oak 
Bay-Gordon Head gives the 
B.C. house a genuine two- 
party system for the first 
time in many years.

City firefighters ratify one-year pact

Victoria firefighters have ratified a one- 
year agreement with the city. 

Ratification by the Greater Victoria 
Labor Relations Association next Mon¬ 
day-believed to be little more than a 
formality—would mean the first settle¬ 
ment with the firefighters in several years 
without the necessity of arbitration. 

“I think we've gone to arbitration 28 
times in the last 30 years,” a relieved 


Rich Brideson, president of the Victoria 
Firefighters Union said Thursday night. 

Acceptance by the 116-member union 
marks the first major breakthrough in 
the current round of talks with core area 
negotiations. Several Canadian Union of 
Public Employees locals remain in a 
standoff position, and there have been no 
settlements yet with a handful of building 
trades unions. The CUPE local covering 
public library employees reached agree¬ 
ment earlier on the standard offer—a 
two-year contract with a 7.25 per cent hike 
in each year. 


Brideson said the firefighters had origi¬ 
nally held out for inclusion of a cost-of- 
living benefit in a two-year agreement, but 
settled without one on the basis of win¬ 
ning a settlement that expires after one 
year. 

He said the wages will remain $2 a month 
behind those of Vancouver firefighters—a 
figure that will be completed when a con¬ 
tract is signed in Vancouver. An interim 
five per cent increase is to take effect until 
then. 

Both the interim increase and the overall 
wage package are retroactive to Jan. l. 


The last contract expired at the end of last 
year. 

The first-class Victoria firefighter 
earned $1,577 a month under the old agree¬ 
ment. 

The firefighters were particularly happy 
about one point: the avoidance of ar¬ 
bitration means they will not run into the 
stiff legal costs that have hit the small 
union over the last several years. In recent 
years, lengthy arbitration procedures have 
cost the 116 men more than $50,000—$30,000 
in connection with the 1976 agreement 
alone. 


Personal belongings 
minus election clues

Provincial Secretary in 
the last Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment, Hugh Curtis was 
returned to office Thursday 
in Saanich-and-the-Islands 
in a see-saw race in which 
NDP candidate John Mika 
eventually lost by about 2,- 
000 votes. 

When the 49 polls had re¬ 
ported, Curtis had 15,695, 
Mika 13,645, and Conserva¬ 
tive candidate John Green a 
disappointing 2,385. 

Early returns showed 
Mika in the lead, but Curtis 
pulled ahead before half the 
polls were counted. 


About 75 per cent of 42,242 
eligible voters went to the 
polls. 

The southern part of the 
riding generally went to 
Mika, the north to Curtis. 

It appeared to be part of a 
Greater Victoria geographi¬ 
cal trend northward. 

Victoria and Esquimau 
went NDP; the Royal Oak 
area in Saanich was divided 
about 50-50 between NDP 
and Social Credit, and in the 
northern part of of the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula. Curtis was a 
clear winner. 

Curtis said in an interview 
at his jubilant campaign 
headquarters that during 
the election there was incor¬ 


rect criticism from the NDP 
that he wasn't available to 
his constituents. Curtis said 
that the people who were 
helped by him knew that 
wasn't the case. 

Curtis’ headquarters was 
packed with faithful party 
supporters many of whom 
expressed disbelief that 
Sam Bawlf had gone down to 
defeat in Victoria. 

And when NDP leader 
David Barrett appeared on 
color television sets in the 
office, the boos from Curtis 
supporters drowned out his 
comments. 

The mood at Mika’s cam¬ 
paign headquarters was low. 
Some workers said they 


couldn’t believe a CBC-tele- 
vision computer prediction 
that Mika as well as the 
NDP as a whole would lose. 

“They must be wrong,” 
one campaign worker said. 

Mika said in an interview 
that some of Curtis’ an¬ 
nouncements, such as the 
purchase of about 100 acres 
of Sidney Island and his 
statement that he would re¬ 
quest the dismissal of some 
Human Rights Commission 
members gave him needed 
publicity. 

Mika said he would carry 
on and try another time, and 
he felt that the NDP had 
gathered some valuable mo¬ 
mentum.

Popular Oak Bay mayor

Oak Bay-Gordon Head 
voters rejected third party 
politics and sent their first 
Social Credit MLA to the 
Legislature since 1972 in a 
contest that unlike recent 
elections mirrored the rest 
of the province. 

Popular Oak Bay Mayor 
Brian Smith, 44, topped the 
polls with 12,551 in anything 
but the close race that had 
been predicted between 
himself and provincial Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative lead¬ 
er Victor Stephens. 

More surprising was the 
second place finish of the 
New Democratic Party’s 
Muriel Overgaard, who col¬ 
lected 6,577 votes to Ste¬ 
phens’ 6,165. Much of her 
support came along the east¬ 
ern and northern sections of 
the riding where the school 
secretary and union execu¬ 
tive ran close with Smith. 

Smith said he wasn't sur¬ 
prised by the NDP strength, 
crediting Overgaard with a 
well-run campaign. He re¬ 
fused to speculate on the 
reasons for the defeat of 
Stephens, who carried a 
March 1978 byelection to re-

place the popular Scott Wal¬ 
lace. 

Stephens viewed his own 
defeat as part of the now 
complete polarization 
throughout the province. 
The former Courtenay law¬ 
yer said one of his first 
priorities today would be to 
find a job as the costly cam¬ 
paign had depleted his per¬ 
sonal savings. 

Smith credited his own 
win to an active door-knock¬ 
ing campaign and his expo 
sure after three terms as 
mayor, a post he plans to 
retain until the November 
municipal election. 

A lawyer, Smith shrugged 
off reporters’ suggestion 
that as one of two Socred 
MLAs on Vancouver Island 
he could expect a post in 
Bennett’s depleted cabinet, 
saying time as a back¬ 
bencher was necessary be¬ 
fore assuming a cabinet 
post. 

Smith said the provincial 
election showed it was not 
enough just to put the fi¬ 
nances of the province in 
order. 

"We’re ail going to have to 
work very hard to become a 
people oriented govern¬ 
ment," said Smith, who will 
soon open a constituency of¬ 
fice for his riding.

A jubilant, stomping and clapping crowd dubbed him 
Silver Fox as Esqulmalt-Port Renfrew New Democrats 
greeted their triumphant MLA-elect Frank Mitchell Thurs¬ 
day night. 

And they looked all set to celebrate the night away as 
they packed into Dominion Hall cheering and booing te¬ 
levised results from other ridings. 

THE SCENE was in stark contrast to the subdued at¬ 
mosphere at the West-wind Motel in Langford where 
Socred supporters sipped free booze and tried to fig¬ 
ure out what had gone wrong to defeat their sitting MLA 
Lyle Kahl. 

It was the first time in 28 years that Esquimau has 
had an Opposition member in the House. So accurately 
has Esquimau reflected provincial trends up to this 
point that it had been rumored it was the riding to 
watch. But there was never any doubt about Mitchell's 
victory as he pulled steadily ahead poll by poll. 

MITCHELL PUT his victory down to the fact that they 
had “worked Uke hell” to win back the riding from the time 
of his narrow 1975 loss to Kahl. 

He praised the work done by John Brewin whom he 
narrowly beat for the noihlnation. saying the Sooke polls had 
been won mainly through Brewin’s efforts. 

A bewildered Kahl said he and his supporters would be 
looking at the poll by poll results to see where they 
had gone wrong. 

THE FUTURE is clouded for the former school teach¬ 
er. 

“First of all I have a long-standing invitation to go 
fishing with my two little boys. After that it is difficult 
right now to know what I’ll do.” 

He said he was more surprised than disappointed at 
the results, but a veteran party worker said NDP workers 
had worked hard all day to make sure they got their 
supporters to the polls, while the Socred workers had not 
been as efficient.

BARBER’S RUNNING-MATE DUMPS 
BAWLF AND MAYOR TRAILS POLLS

It was tears mixed with 
cheers at the Victoria New 
Democratic Party head¬ 
quarters on election night as 
Charles Barber and Gordon 
Hanson were swept to vic¬ 
tory and Social Credit’s Sam 
Bawlf and Michael Young 
went down to defeat. 

The cheers arose every 
time the latest poll standing 
in Victoria was announced, 
and the tears came when it 
became obvious that the 
NDP had lost the provincial 
election. 

The surprise in Victoria 
was that Bawlf, a Socred 
cabinet minister (deregula¬ 
tion) was roundly defeated, 
and that Young, mayor of 
Victoria, who had been 
given a good chance of win¬ 
ning one of the two seats, 
also went down to defeat. 

Once again, Victoria went 
against the provincial out¬ 
come, as it did in 1975 when 
the Socreds swept the polls 
and Barber captured a seat 
for the NDP in Victoria for 
the first time in 42 years. 


The defeat of Bawlf and 
Young was decicive. With 
120 out of 124 polls reporting. 
Barber led the pack with 
21,157 votes, followed by his 
running mate Hanson with 
18,984 votes. 

Bawlf and Young were 
trailing with 15,928 votes and 
14.941 votes respectively. 

Bawlf and Young Showed 
up at the NDP headquarters 
at about 10 p.m. to concede 
defeat. 

“Tonight in Victoria, Vic¬ 
toria belongs to you,” Bawlf 
told a cheering crowd of 
NDP supporters. 

He congratulated Barber 
and Hanson on an excellent 
campaign and added that 
both would represent Vic¬ 
toria well. 

"I think you know Mike 
and I have worked hard to 
represent jou well and I turn 
over this mantle to Charles 
and Gordon with my best 
wishes,” Bawlf said. 

Young told the crowd of 
opponents that his excursion 
into provincial politics had 
been a “quick-in-and-quick- 
out" affair. He said he 


hoped Victorians would get 
behind Barber and Hanson, 
as he would. 

And then came the mo¬ 
ment Barber and Hanson 
made their triumphant 
entry. The crowd went 
wild. 

Barber said it would ap¬ 
pear that Victorians knew 
more than the rest of the 
province and, therefore, had 
elected two NDP members. 

“The people of Victoria 
have sent a message to the 
people in B.C. the province 
hasn’t heard yet,” he said. 

Victorians wouldn’t be 
sorry, he promised. 

“If they liked what one 
member could do, wait till 
they find out what two can 
accomplish,” he said. 

He thanked Bawlf and 
Young for having had “the 
considerable courtesy to be 
with us here tonight,” and 
prompted the crowd to ap¬ 
plaud wildly by congratulat¬ 
ing NDP leader David Bar¬ 
rett on “a superb 
campaign.” 

And while the crowd was 
still licking its wounds over 


the provincial defeat, Vic¬ 
toria Aid. William McElroy 
fired up the troops, asking 
them to get ready for the 
forthcoming federal battle. 

If Victorians could elect 
two NDP candidates to the 
provincial Legislature, they 
could elect an NDP candi¬ 
date to the federal Parlia¬ 
ment, McElroy said. 

“By tomorrow morning, I 
want to see all Barber-Han- 
son signs read Gretchen 
Brewin (the federal NDP 
candidate for the Victoria 
riding)," he said. 

Barber has been the dar¬ 
ling of the VicOJjp riding 
since his electioiftin 1975.. 
A favorite of the bookies in 
this election, he has been 
credited with doing an ex¬ 
traordinary amount of con¬ 
stituency work between 
elections. 

This popularity obviously 
resulted in the victory of his 
running-mate Hanson. 

Earlier in the evening, the 
mood at the Social Credit 
headquarters at the Prin¬ 
cess Mary Restaurant had 
been depressed.

Initial results seemed to 
indicate an over-all NDP 
victory in the election, and 
the handful of people pres¬ 
ent were in a gloomy mood. 

Half an hour after the 
polls closed, television 
showed the NDP leading and 
elected in 19 seats compared 
with 16 for the Socreds. 

And just as the dozen or so 
Socred faithful expressed 
their keen disappointment, a 
Bawlf poster glued to the 
wall fell off. 

“I wonder if that’s an indi¬ 
cation of how it will go," a 
woman mused. 

But the dissappointment 
soon turned to joy when So¬ 
cial Credit took an over all 
lead in the election results, 
and even the personal defeat 
of Bawlf and Young didn't 
quell the enthusiasm.
